Whereas it is expedient to pircvido for the 
rcgi.stratiori, surveillance, and 
PreamUo. control of eeilain criniiiKil 

tribes and eunuchs ; It is hereby enacted as

STxVTEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The law relatinfj to the solemnization in India of marriai'es of persons professin*; the 
(Miristian religion is at present distributed over two ICiiglisli Acts of Farliamcnt and three 
Acts of the Indian Legislature. 

The object of this Bill is to reduce into a smaller compass and simplify the existing law 
on this subject by the consolidation of the dilferent cnaetment.s referred to, and at the same 
time to amend the law in tlnjse matters in which it has been sltowit to be defective. 

h'or oxarnjde, by Act V of 1865 it is jn-ovith d that luarriages between Native Christians 
shall be valid where the a<xcs of liic eontraetinz parlies arc not less tlian .sixteen and thirteen 
\ears, rcspcctiveh , and where they do not stand in relation to ea<'h other witliin the proliihited 
degrees i>f consanguiuily or alfinity. 

It has been very forcibly lopresenlt'd by the President and several Members of the Bengal 
Christian Association that this provision of the law works injiiiionsly by freeing the ciiildrcn 
of Native tdirislian parents from the control which all other parents can legally exercise over 
iheir sons aud daughters ere the latter have attained their majority. 

The Bill reipiires the (!<>nscnt of the parents or guardians of Native Christi.ans to a mar- 
riage between them, where the age of eith.er of the parties about to contract such mariiage is 
less than eiglitecu years, except in easis in which the minors have been altogether sepaiated 
from their parents or iialur d guardians, and by' reason of such separation ure not properly 
subji'ct to their control. 

'I'hcre is also some ambignily in regard to the provisions of the law respecting the sub- 
niissiou of returns, and the (]i.'^posa! of the records of the registration of marriages sulcinnized 
between Native Christians. 

T’he Bill lays tlowti distinctly how such marriages are to bo recorded in all eases, and 
provides for the ilisp sal of the record. It also substitutes for the fixed rates of fees iu respect 
of marriages 6olemni..-‘d by or before Mariiage Hogi.strars; a power to the Local Government 
to regulate such feet and their lemission ; and, lastly, exiend.s the Marriage Law to all pluevs 
within ttie territ'-ries of N.iiive I’t'inees in al'.iance with Her Majesty, iu lespeet of marriages 
lietween British subjects professiiig tin- Christian religion.

aflitirs nnd i<i«‘k leave is nliollshed. both kinds 
of leave beinj; included niider the Ri'nernl term 
fiirlitiifili. ]>ri)visiim, how ever, beins made for the 
obluiiiment of I’nrloiif'h under niedieal ccrlificate, 
without, all the restrictions applienblo to fur- 
louitli when taken without medical certificate." 

2. It appears to me. therefore, that the only oeeasions 
upon whieh any otfieer should be };rauted furlough 
on medical ccrtilicato are— 

l«t, when (as in the case of Subalferns) an ollicer 
entitled to fnrlon^li may. if compelled to take 
leave on account of ill health, be entitled, under 
the rei'ulalion.s. to certain privilege.s, — as free 
ptts.snge to Jilngland ; 

when an otlleer is not I'utitled to furlough, but is 
obliged to take leave fm medical certitieate, — a 
ease for uhich provision i.s made in the rules ; 

Zi'dlt/, when, in the interests of the serviee. an oflieer, 
although eiititleil to furlough, would only be 
granted leate on the jiroduelion of a medical 
certitieate. 

3. Very recently applications for extension of fur- 
lough on private allairs on the jiart of officers 
who have come home on niedieal certificate, have 
been submitted to me, and b.a'ie boon granted, Iho 
applicants ap])eariiig to l e entitled to furlough 
under the regiilati* Ills ; but it is ol)\ iously desir- 
able that I should be iuformeil of the actual cir- 
euinstanees under wliich every otlleer ehiimiiig 
furlough upou niedieal certitieate has iiiid furlough 
granted to him, and f eonsiiler all ollieers entitled 
to furlough, whose services can he .spared, should 
liave the leave gazetted ns '•furlough," wjicther 
they produce a medical eertifiealo or not. 

4. With respect to the above three classes.it might 
be well to gazette the first to furlough, with a 
note to the etfeet that, being recommciuled by a 
medical board, they are entillcd to a Iren passage, 
Ac. With regard to Iho second, it would be sulli- 
cicnl to lu'tc the elnnse under whieh they lake 
leave, and, with regard to tlie third, it will he 
assumed in future, when an rdlieer entitled to fur- 
lough is thus granted lea^e on niedieal eertifieate, 
that ills services could not ollicruisc have been 
di.spen.scd with, and no extension of lii.s leave will 
be granted in tliis country except on medical 
certificate.

The age of the man intending to bo 
married shall exceed sixteen years, and the age of 
the woman intending to be married shall exceed 
thirteen years : 

(2.) The man and the woman shall not stand 
to each other within ilie prohihited degrees of 
consanguinity or affinity ; 

(3.) Neither of the persons intending to he 
married shall have a wife or husband still living; 

(4.) In the prescuee of the person so licensed, 
and of at least two credible witnesses, each of tlic 
parties shall say to the other— 

" I cull upon the.se persons hero present to wit- 
ness that I, A. B., in the presence of Almighty 
God, and in the name of our Lord Josn.s Christ, do 
take thee, C. D., to he rny lawful wedded wife [o/' 
htt»ban(r\,” or words to the like elfeet : 

(5.) Such declaration shall be made between 
the hours of six in the morning and seven iti the 
evening :

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The law relating to the solemnization in India of marriages of per.sons professing the 
Christian religion is at present distributed over two English Acts of Parliament and three 
Acts of the Indian Legislature. 

The object of this Bill is to reduce into a smaller compass and simplify the existing law 
on this subject by the consolidation of the different enactments referred to, and at the same 
time to amend the law in those matters in which it has be<>n slxiwn to be defective. 

For example, by Act V of 1865 it is provided tliat marriages between Native Christians 
shall be valid where the ages of the contracting parties arc not loss than sixteen and thirteen 
xitars, respectively, and where they do not stand in relation to each other within the prohibited 
degrees of consanguinity or atlinity. 

It has been very forcibly represented by the I'resident and several Members of the Bengal 
Christian Association that this provision of the law works injuriously by freeing tlie cbildren 
of Native Christian parents from the control which all other parents can legally exercise over 
their sons and daughters ere the latter have attained their majority. 

The Bill requires the consent of the parents or guardians of Native Christians io a mar- 
riage between them, where the, age of either of the parlies about to contract such marriage is 
less than eighteen years, except in eases in which the minors have been altogether scparatc<l 
from their parents or natural griardians, and by reason of such separatiou are not properly 
subject to their control. 

There is also some ambiguity in regard to the provisions of the law respecting the snb- 
luissioD of returns, and the disposal of the records of the registration of marriages solemnized 
between Native Christians. 

The Bill lays down distinctly how such marriages are to be recorded in all cases, and 
provides for the disposal of the record. It .also substitutes for the fixed rates of fees in respect 
of marriages solemnized by or before Marriage Registrars; a power to the Local Oovernment 
to regulate such fees and their remission ; and, lastly, extends the Marriage Law to all places 
within the territories of Native Princes in alliance with Her Maj'^ty, in respect of marriages 
lietween British subjeots profesting the Christian religion.

From the ComptroUer-Gonoral, No. 789, dated 4th Octo- 
ber 1871, enquiring whether certain ilems of revenue 
and charge, whielt from their inclusion in accounts 
current between Departments coujd not be adjusted 
in the year to which they appertained, should be 
•(hvuited in iho following yoax as revenue and charge 
of the later year, or be adjusted outside the iinance 
and revenue accounU through the head of ‘‘ Govern- 
ment.’’ 

Bebolution.— -The Comptroller-General very 
properly does not advise an adjustment outside the 
finance and revenue accounts through the head 
of ‘‘Government;” but the ci^istencc of any 
doubt op the subject after so many years' experi- 
ence of the budget system, — and some recent 
instances of the retention of final payments under 
suspense or other debt heads, pending removal of 


technical objections to the payments,*— render it 
desirable to re-stata the rules which should be 
implicitly observed for the future, 

2. The head “ Government” should be strictly 
confined to its use as a closing head ; it should 
not be employed to relieve other heads of acconnt 
though writes-ofT from those heads ; and adjust- 
ments of items of revenue and charge, which date 
t-ince the introd action of the new 'system of 
accounts in 1865-66, should on no account be 
made to ” Government,” or be kept out of the 
revenue and finance accounts. 

3. Actual revenue or charge which, for any 
reason, may not have been recorded as such in 
the accounts of the year to which it relates, 
should be so recorded in the earliest aooouuts 
that are open, and the record should be scrupu- 
lously made the moment that a final adjustment 
is practicable. 

4. Final adjustments have often been retarded 
by erroneous or defective procedure, and in corrcc- 
tiou ofi.such, the following rules should be 
observed : —

II.— A final payment of charge by a treasury 
or a disbursing officer should be record- 
ed against the grant, even when the 
officer who mtide the disbursement, or 
the authority that ordered it, is held 
responsible for the amount owing to 
defect of vouchers, or of budget pro- 
vision, or of competent sanction, or to 
other cause; the amount, while charged 
against the proper grant, being held in 
an objection statement against the officer 
who is responsible. 

HI. — The adjustment of a cliarge agqiust the 
jiropcr grant, nuder the two preceding 
rules, is not to annul or impair the res- 
ponsibility of any officer who may be 
accountable for securing competent 
sanction or obtaining proper budget pro- 
vision for the expenditure, nor do the 
rules now prescribed dispense with the 
obligation to obtain budget provision 
before payment for any charge which, 
in the absence of budget provision, the 
authority wlio may order its disburse- 
ment is iacompctcut to sanction. 

IV. — Owing to noii-rcccipt in sufficient time 
(by the Department or Presidency 
which has to make the final adjustment) 
of the accounts current for the last 
month of the year between Govern- 
ments or Departments, and between 
Presidency and Presideney, items of 
charge or receipt remain over for od- 
j ustment i n the folio wing year. But the 
number of such postponed items should 
bo reduced as much as possible ‘ by the 
transmission of vouchers of receipts 
aod fiual payments in anticipation of 
the complete- account current for the 
last month of the year. 
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5. Errors of classification of revenue or 
cliarge in the monthly accounts may, during the 
progress of the year, bo corrected hy transfer 
debits and credits* in the accounts of succeeding 
months, but no such correction of errors in tiic • 
accounts of one year should Ic attempted in ; 
those of a following year, AVhen once the 
account fojr a year has been cU)scd, errors in it, ' 
if aflocting revenue or charge heads exclusively, 
are past amendment, and they should be simply , 
noted in the appropriation audit report.

RULES REGARDING THE APPOINTMENT, PROMOTION, AND POSTING 
OP POLICE OFFICERS HBLOW THE GRADE OF ASSISTANT 

SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Tlic following rules, most of which correspond to those which have been found to work well 
in Oude, arc promulgated for the guidance of Magistratc-s and Police Officers, nicy supersede 
the rules regarding promotion of Police Officers contained in Police circular No. 4 of 1870, 
pitragraph 7. 

1. The District Snpcriiitcnilcnt will make all appointments and promotions up to and 
including the grade of Head Constable ; but the Magistrate of the district may place a veto on 
any appointment or promotion. 

2. Nouiinatioiis to the grade of Sub-Inspector will be made by the District Superin- 
tendent, but such nominations will rcijuire the formal sanction of the Magistrate ^ the 
district before the actual appointment is made. 

3. When there is a vacancy in the gr.a<lc of lu.spcctor, a nomination will be sent by the 

District Superintendent to the; Magistrate of the ilistrict, who will record his approval or 
disapproval; and if he disapproves, will make another nomination of a Police Officer for the 
promotion. 1'hc Magistrate will then submit the nomination or nomin.ations to the Commis- 
sioner, who will forward tlieni with his opinion to the Inspector-General. The Inspector- 
General will ordinaril}' appoint, or snhmit for appointment hy Government in the usual 
manner, any person Jiominatcd a» .'ihovc and approved hy the Commissioner, unless he sees 
special objection, in whicli ease he will record bis objections and submit the case for the 
orders of (lovornmoiit. » 

4. District Superintendents may suspend, reduce, or dismiss, any officer under the 
grade of Head Constable, subject to the veto of the Magistrate of the district, and also subject 
to the present rules regarding appeals. 

.'5, Officers of higher grafle may be suspended under the same conditions as above; but 
if they arc reduced or dismissed, the sentence shall upt be carried out without the approval of 
the Magistrate of th<; district in the ease of a Head Constable, and of both the Magistrate of 
the district and the Inspect, or-Gcncral in the ease of oflicei’s of higher grades. After approval 
as above, there will he no appeal ; but in ease either the Inspector-General or Commissioner 
consider that a special injnstice has been done, they may rcj)rescnt the case for the orders of 
Cfovornnient. 

<5. Magistrates of all grades shall l>c at liberty to record their opinion that any Police 
Officer has deserved reward or punishment for his conduct in any ease or eases tried by them, 
and .Magistrates otlier than the ^Magistrate (»f tl»e district shall submit such recommendations 
to the ISIagistratc of the district. The jMagistrate of the district may also record an opinion 
as above in regard to the conduct of any Police Officer in any other duty coming under his 
notice or n'porled to him. 

The ^Magistrate of the district may direct tlie entry of snj'h recommendation in the 
character- book kept by the Superintendent of Police. A similar order may be passed by the 
Commissioner of tlie division. 

7. Til case pniiishmcnt is recommended, the Superintendent of Police will either 
punish or sulnnit to the Magistrate of the district or Commissioner (when tlic 

, Commissioner has recommended punishment) his reasons for not doing so. If the Magis- 
trate of. the district or ('ominissioncr <lcem the reasons unsatisfactory, the District 
Superiulendcut shall carry out such jmnislnncnt as the Magistrate or Commissioner may 
direct. An appeal from the orders of the jMagistrate shall lie to the Commissioner of the 
division only. District Sujierintcndents retain the power of indioting minor punishment on 
their own motion, siihji'ct to tlie present rules regarding appeals iu such eases. 

8. In making promotions or rccornmondatioiis for proiiiotiou, the District Superin- 
tendent shall have full ami due regard to the rccoimnendations entered in the character-book 
as above directed. If men w'ell reeonimended are passed over in favour of others of whom the 
Magi.stratc docs not aiiprove, the Magistrate may reiiuirc the District Superiutendent to 
submit the name of a person so recommended. The District Superintendent may request 
that the order may he submitted for the sanction of the Commissioner, who will finally 
decide. 

9. Police Ollicers will ordinarily Im considered to be attached to the districts and 
divisions in wliich they are now serving, and will be loealjy promoted, 

10. Except temporarily on cmergeney, or for detective or other inquiries, no Police 
Officer will ho removed from any district to aiiothei in the same division without the consent 
of the Magistrate of the district iu which he is serving, or the order of the Commissioner, 
nor to any otlier division without the consent of the Commissioner of the division in which 
he is serving or the order of (iovernment, 

11. The Magistrate will have a veto on transfers of Police Officers from one place to 

another within the district, and should take care that local efficiettcy is not sacrificed hy 
flrequent transfers. • 

12. The Inspector-General is requested to submit a scheme showing the number of 
Inspectors of each grade to be attached to each division, and the number of Snb-Inspcctors 
of e^h grade to each district. He is also requested to revise the proseht rules regarding 
qualifications for Police Offices, appeals from orders in the Police Department and other 
cognate subjects, to incorporate with them the rules now published, and to submit the whole 
for the coAsideratioo of Ooverumeut. ,

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Report on the Baleeparah and Adhabari Tea Gardens. 


From S. C. Bailey, Esq., Officiating Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Depart- 
ment, to tho ('oinmissioner of Assam, — (No. 74'T, dated on board the yacht Rholas, 
Sylhet, the ICth September 1871.) 

In continuation of this ollico letter No. 1787, dated the 9th Juno 
1871, I am directed to request that a most particular inquiry may bo instituted 
into the condition of Baleeparah tea garden. The Lieutenant-Governor finds 
tbuc in 1870 the average number of imported coolies was under 210, and the 
deaths were 52} or considerably more than 20 per cent ; while in tho last half of 
1869 (the first half does not distinguish the mortality from other gardens of tho 
same owner) there was a mortality of 26 out of an average number of 161, 
being at the rate of upwards of 3t per cent per annum. 

2. I am also to request that tho other garden belonging to the Agra and 
Masterrnan’s Bank, viz. Adhabari, may be thoroughly inquired into. In 
Adhabari the average number of imported coolies for 1870 was 133, and tho 
deaths were 24, or about 18 per cent ; while in the second half of 1869 they were 
19 per cent ; and in tho return of this Bank’s gardens for the first half of 1869 
lumped together, the mortality w-as 9 per cent for the half year, or 18 per cent 
per annum. It maybe taken, then, that for the two years 1869 and 1870 the 
annual mortality of those two gardens is fully 20 per cent. His Honor does 
not think that such a waste of human life should ho tolerated, especially when 
the manager does not himself take the risk and look after the coolies, but 
resides at Tezpore, seventeen miles off. It is true that the Act is somevrhat 
vague in not providing any test as to what gardens are fit for human habitation ; 
hut seeing that tho coolies do not know the oharaoter of the gardens for which 
they are engaged, and as they are (as remarked by Captain Walcott) bound hand 
and foot^ Government is moat especially hound to see that they are not forced 
to rcxBidin in very unhealthy places or under very unhealthy circumstances. If 
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there is not a very great change in the condition of those gardens, the 
Lieutenant-Governor directs that a committee, under section 112 of Act II 
(B.C.) of 1870, should he at once assembled with the view of closing them to 
imported labor. 

3. I am further to observe that the mortality in the Bishnath Tea Com- 
pany’s garden seems to have been very heavy. I'or the first half of 1869 it 
was (in the gardens lumi)cd together) 7*32 per cent in the half year, or at the 
rate of nearly 15 per cent per annum. In the second half of that year the 
average number of coolies in the gardens (Bablioy, Partabghur, Sadharoo, 
Diplonga, and Dikroy) seems to have been 448, and the number of deaths 81, or 
at the ratio of upwards of 36 per cent per annum. In the first half of 1870 
the mortality was not so heavy, but in the second half of 1870 it was again at 
the rate of about 16 per cent per annum. The death-rates in the Luckimpore 
Tea Company’s gardens in the Bishnath circle (including besides Gogra, Bishnath, 
Behaloc, Singlejan) are also heavy. The Lieutenant-Governor requests that 
the gardens of both these companies may be inquired into particularly, and a 
committee assembled under Act II (B.C.) of 1870 in case any of them are 
still very unhcaltliy. 


From Colonel It. Hoi'Kinson. Agent to the Governor-General, and Commissioner of Assam, 
to the Otiiciatiug Si>(“rctary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,— 
(No. IGl, dated Gowhatty, the 4th November 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 74 of the IGth 
September, directing that intpiirics be m.ade into the condition of the Bulecparah and Adhabari 
tea gardens in Durruiig, and in reply beg to state that a committee has been convened, tinder 
section 112 of Act 11 (15.('.) of 1S70, to ascertain whether the gardens arc fit for human 
habitation, and 1 now beg leave to submit a copy of the proceedings of the committee, aud to 
make the following remarks. 

2. From the complaint made by the laborers of the Baleeparnh garden, that they did 
not receive their Sunday's pay, and which complaint was found to be correct, 1 conclude that 
the men were compelled to work on Sunday or forfeit their wages for the day, contrary to the 
jirovisions of section (iU ot the Act, aceordiiig to which no laborer is bound to work for more 
than six. days in the week ; and as it appears from the remarks of the committee that a 
system somciwhat similar obtains in other gardens in the Durrung district, the inspector's 
attention has been drawn to the subject, and he has been requested to see that the provisions 
of the Act on this point arc adhered to. 

3. Again, the deduction of pay from men, who, from physical incapacity, arc unable to 
perform a full day’s work, is most improjjcr aud illegal, according to paragraph 8 of the form 
of contract circulated with your oflicc endorsement No. 99 of the 21st December 1870; aud 
the fact of coolies being obliged in self-defence to work w'hen suft'ering from fever, “in order 
to obtain at least some allowances,” is most cruel, aud throws discredit ou the entire 
management of the garden. 

4. After reviewing all the eir<;iimstanccs connected with the situation of the garden, 
and the treatment the coolies employed on it received, the committee have declared that the 
Baleeparab tea garden is unfit for human habitation ; but they have at the same time added a 
condition that if certain suggestions which they made be carried out, the garden may remain 
open to imported laborers. 

5. It ap2)cars to roc that the committee acted without jurisdiction in attaching any 
conditions whatever to their verdict. The only question they had to decide was, whether 
the garden was or was not fit for human habitation ; and whem they decided that it was not, 
it was the duty of the inspector to step in aud close the garden against imported laborers. 

6. With the facts elicited, 1 cannot hope tliat there will be any radical improvement in 
the condition of the laborers employed at llalcepurah : it is evident that the place is unhealthy 
from causes iuherent to it ; moreover, Bulecparah is notoriously an unhealthy locality, and, 
with the exception of Odalgooroe, 1 know of no place ou the frontier with a worse reputation. 
We can leave neither sepoys nor constables at the Baleeparab stockade without their runuiug 
a risk of being decimated ‘after March. 1 have, under these circumstances, and in accordance 
wiUi the finding of the committee, ilircctcd Major Graham to cancel the contract of every 
laborer employed in the Baleeparab garden so fur as regards that garden, aud to close it 
against all imported laborers. 

7. With regard to the Adhabari garden, the committee have declared their inability to 
hold it unfit for human habitation, and under the existing law nothing remains to be done 
in the matter ; but here too, as at Bulecparah, coolies have been apparently compelled to work 
for seven days in the week ; and although the coolies appear to have earned more than their 
brethren in the Baleeparab garden, it dees not seem that they have always been paidv iu full. 
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To these points with regard to this garden also. Major Graham has been instructed to pay 
attention and to enforce tlie law. 

8. W ith reference to the comniittoe's remarks about the hospital, tlie inspector ought to 
have proper hospital accommodation, according to the roles, both at Adhabari and Ilullessor, 
and his attention has been called to the subject. 1 quite concur with the committee’s remarks 
about the want of European management, and think that there should most certainly be a 
European manager or assistant wlmn imported laborers are employed; but I would observe 
that the Act docs not make this obligatory. 

9r In conclusion, 1 would remark that both the gardens reported on belong to the 
Agra Bank, Limited, and arc under the management of Mr. Wingrove, who resides in the 
station of Tezpore, and 1 can only hope that the inquiries now made will induce the owners 
of these estates to take more interest after the welfare of their coolies. 

10. Tlie result of the inquiries directed by His Honor in the 3rd paragraph of your 
letter, regarding the Bishnath and Luckimpore Companies' gardens, will be reported hereafter. 

From Major J. M. Graham, Deputy Commissioner of Durrung, to the Personal Assistant 

to the Commissioner of Assam, — (No. 1291, dated Tezpore, the 24th October 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to state, for the information of the Commissioner, that in 
pursuance of instructions conveyed in his letter No. 1028 of the 20th ultimo, and in Govern- 
ment No. 74 of ICth idem, a committee lias been assembled to report on the Balccparah 
and Adhabari tea gardens, belonging to the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, Limited, and to 
report on its proceedings. m 

2. The committee was compTOcd as follows : — 

Major J. M. Graham, Dejiuty Commissioner, 

Dr. A. Imtliurn, Civil Surgeon, 

Mr. W. Phillips, Tea Planter of Gclahating, 
and left Tezpore at 4 a.m. on the 7th October, reaching Adhabari garilen at about 8 a.m., and 
inspecting the lines, site, and water-supply, &c., after which the committee proceeded to 
Panipotah, where tliey remained for the day, and next morning inspected the Balceparah 
garden, which is about four or five miles from Panipotah, staying there a considerable 
time, and obtaining all necessary information. 

In the evening the committee again returned to Adhabari to complete their investigation, 
and returned the next morning to Tezpore. 

The following is the committee’s report on the gardens 

Baleefakaii. 

Coolie lines . — The houses arc about 12 feet by 18, and are adequate in number to the 
requirements of the garden. There is a space of fully 12 feet between each house, and in 
these respects there is nothing to find fault, and although at the present season the houses are 
somewhat out of repair, they are far better than the average of those of native villages. 

The houses are situated on a piece of ground rai.scd about 8 feet above the present surface 
of the water of a jhccl which coiupas.ses them on two sides, and there can be little doubt but 
that aj) this jheel receives in the rains the inundation of the Bhoroli river, and considerable 
surface water, its level at that season cannot be far below the level of the floors of the houses. 
It must, however, in fairness be here remarked that the same might be said as regards the 
water level in other gardens of the district, which arc fairly healthy. The committee, 
however, arc.not inclined to attribute the unhcalthincss of the garden to the situation of the 
lines alone, although they think it may inllucncc the uuhealthiuc.ss. 

The water, the committee believe to be had ; and they are sapjiorted in this view, first, 
by its taste and appc,arance, and secondly, from the statements of the jemadar in charge of 
the garden and the native doctor ; the former declaring that the mortality was owing to 
the water, and the latter stating that food taken along with it remains undigested. A 
certain portion of the water is, however, tivkeu from an unfinished well which is close to a 
portion of the huts, and is said to be somewhat better. The next point is the ventilation of 
the lines, which is decidedly bad, as on three sides they are surrounded at no great distance 
by grass or other jungle, which scums to obstruct the breeze, and by the main lines being on 
iLo lower part of a slope tliis objectionable circumstance is increased. 

Here, however, the committee w'ould remark that the objectionable circumstances noticed 
above apply in a greater or k-ss degree to almost any garden in the district, and although 
the committee arc of opinion that these circumstances must tend, in a considerable degree, to 
increase sickness and mortality, still they consider that tBcsc, circumstances alone will not 
of themselves account for the great mortality of the garden as compared with that«pf other 
gardens which are in a somewhat similar position, and that the committee must therefore 
seek fnrtlier for the cause of the mortality. * 

An inspoctiou of the books of the garden shewed that on an average the earnings of an 
adult male coolie was not much over lls. 2-8 per mensem, that rice had been sold from 9 
to 12 pie per seer, and that the coolies bitterly complain of their not being paid what they 
teriq the '* Sunday hazri,” which the committee found to be the case. The women, by leaf- 
pj^iug, it is true, earn more ; and the committee believed that their looking hoaldhiec than 
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the men was perhaps to be attributed to this. In other gardens it appears to be the custom 
to pay the coohes the Sunday wages when they have worked for tweuty-six days in the month • 
out here this 'was not the case i and this the committee consider highly reprehensible 
Many of the men are found to have worked only for half a day, that is, given what they call a 
half "ham,” for which they only receive half a day’s pay, and the reason they give for this 
IS that they arc too weak {and many o£them look it.) to work a whole day. 

The Civil Surgeon, in inspecting the hospital records, noticed that there were very few 
eases of fever on the list, whilst there were many cases of enlargement of the spleen and of 
dropsy, which probably had been jircccded by fever. On inquiry it turned out that coolies 
suffering from fever were, ns a rule, treated in their own houses, and did some work in order 
to obtain at least some allowance, whereas in hospital they would receive nothing beyond 
their daily foo«l ; and the deduction which the committee draw from the above is that the 
coolies, acted on by a malarious climate, and the objectionable circumstances as rcganls 
water, &c., above noted, get into a weak state, and being in consequence incapacitated from 
earning full wages and being mulcted of the Sunday’s wages, are unable to provide the means 
that is live sufficiently well, to recover strength, and consequently die. * 

The excuse for the non-payment of Sunday wages was within the cognizance of the 
manager ; and although payment of Sunday wages is said to be made in the adjoining garden 
of Adhaban, the manager admitted it was not made in Balecparah, on the score of the funds 
allowed him for the maintenance of the garden being insufficient. The manager stated that 
at one time he had ordered the payment of the " Sunday hazri,” but finding the funds 
supplied him would not meet this demand, he was obliged to stop it. “ 

Having, then, came to a conclusion that the geuerU unhcalthincss of the Balecparah 
garden, added to its consequent results as regards the pay of the coolies, has conduced to the 
heavy mortality, the committee feel that to be consistent thev should close the Balecparah 
garden to imported labor, and would have no hesitation in doing so did they not consider 
that by the removal of the lines to the high ground in the neighbourhood of the Mansiri river 
which is about a mile distant, and the residence of an cffii'icnt European manager or assistant 
on the spot, who would look to the welfare and fair treatment of the coolies, the present 
excessive mortality would doubtless be avoided ; and they therefore, whil' declaring in the 
terms of section 112 of Act II of IS70, the present garden and coolie lines of Balecparah as 
unfit for human habitation, declare that if the arrangements above suggested be carried out 
without delay, the garden may remain open to imported labor, but not residence. 

Adhabari. 


The Adhabari garden is situated on a narrow plateau, surrounded on three sides by an 
extensive tract ot low land, the greater part of which is under rice cultivation. The level of 
the garden is from 30 to 50 feet above the level of the surrounding paddy fields • the latter 
are liable to inundation by the Blioroli river. A small river forms the northern boundary of 
the high land, and is the only source of drinking water for the inhabitants of the garden and 
neighbourhood. 

The garden looks as if it might be exposed to malaria from the surrounding low land 
It IS, however, to be noticed that the gardens of the former Tezpore new concern are similarly 
situated eloso by, and yet there is much le.s8 sickness and mortality in the latter garden 
than at Adhaban. The state of the coolie lines was on the whole satisfactory. I'he houses 
are not less than 9x18 feet superficial space, the side wall being about 5 and 6 feet higli 
There is ample .spatie between the houses, and the lines are intersected by numerous wide and 
well kept roads. The number of the houses is more than sulHcicut for the reqhirenients of 
the coolies. The ground affords great facilities for drainage. There is no grass iunglo near 
the lines,— nothing to interrupt ventilation. The water from the little river above mentioned 
was very clear, and of good taste and free from any obnoxious smell. 

Of the laborers, four were convalescents employed on light work ; the majority of the 
remainder looked healthy. A man, suffering from syphilis, and a boy with a skin disease 
ought to have been sent to the civil station for treatment. From the garden register it 
would appear that the earnings of the laborers arc on an average much above what thev are 
at Balecparah. •' ” 


An inquiry made Tcgardiug Sunday wages did not lead to a satisfactory result : some of 
the laborers said they received pay for Sundays, others said they did not, whilst many others 
alleged that they received pay if they worked on Sundays. The committee are inclined to 
think the last-mentioned statement likely to be correct. 

The site of this garden, tl^n, being apparently fairly healthy (with the exception of the 
possibKexposure to malaria noted above), the accommodation of the coolies being sufficient 
and there being no proof, or even, it may be said, complaints of their being stinted as 
regards pay, canno'e say that this garden is uiihcalthv or ou»ht to be closed 

Lately the mortality has much improved, beiiig'bclow 2i per cent in nine months, which 
contrasts most favorably with that of Balecparah, which stands at 12-4 per cent for the sama 
period. 

The Tezpore old concern has only one hospital for all its gardens. Tlie hospital is about 
three-quarters of a mile from the Balecparah garJen and 600 paces from the Maiwiri riverits 
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vater-supply being obtained from the latter. It is also three miles from Adhabari and nine 
miles from Hnllessor garden. The ground where the hospital is situated is higher than the 
Baleeparah garden, and open from all sides. The hospital itself is not sufficiently raiscil ; its 
under floor being hardly higher than the surrounding ground. There is nothing to recommend 
the site for a hospital, whilst its great distance from the source of water-supply, and the fact 
fljat the native doctor lives three-quarters of a mile away, are objcctioualde rircurasta?iccs. 
The hospital liuilding is roomy and well-ventilated ; in fact, it will hardly afford protection 
against rain and sunshine. 

luc hospital contains sixteen machans about three feet ajiart in rooms separated by a 
space about six feet broad. l''onr of the machans are in a separate hut, a somewhat exposed 
enclosure, intended for female patients, and the want of i.solation is not satisfactory. Near 
the ho-spital is a large cook-room and a house for the servants, a cook and a sweeper. 

A very liberal supply of incdirinos, and also the most nec<?ssary iiiipiciucnts for their 
preparation, arc kept in the bungalow at the Halccparah garden in good order. 'I’hc native 
doctor keeps the records of the ho.spital transactions. These records give th<! following <lata of 
sickness and mortality for the nine months ending the JiOth Se[)temi)er 1871. Nevertheless, 
it is the opinion of the committee that this garden, which cmj)loys a large number of coolies, 
should have either a Huropean manag(!r or assistant on it, as tin; absein’C of such a person 
may, it is considered, lead to circumstances which might affect the health and condition 
of the coolies, and thus cause a return of the former heavy mortality.

A not iuconsidorablo number of light cases of sickness, chiefly fever, at Baleeparah have 
becti treated as out-jiatieuts, and the records kept do not admit of an exact compilation. 
If the Baleeparah lines arc removed to the hank of the .Mausiri, the hospital should be erected 
near them, on some adjacent and convenient spot. ^ 

In conclusion, the committee would observe that the average annual mortality 
of the Assam jails for tlic last 25 years has been above 8 per cent, and that of the 
Tezpore jail, which is considered the most iicalthy, above 4 per cent for the sama period. 
The committee believe that under any cirumslancca the mortality of laborers newly imported 
into Assam will considerably exceed that of the Assamese themselves, even al1(hoagb the 
latter may be living under apparently more unhealthy condiiions, and this being so, that a 
lyW death-rate cannot be expected; but what might be considered a fair death-rate, the 
committee, with their present information,* are uuaMe to say. 
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Prom S. C. Baylet, Esq., Officiating Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Judicial 

Department, to the Commissioner of Assam, — (No. 8798, Fort 'William, the 22nd 

November 1871.) 

I HAVE laid before the lieutenant-Goveraor your letter No. 161, 
dated 4tli instant, enflosini? the eommittee’s report, under section 112 of 
Act II (B.C.) of 1870, on the gardens of Baleeparah and Adhabari. 

2. The Lieuionant-Govoriior gathers from the report tiiat not only is 
the situation of Baleepaiah necessarily unhealthy, but the water is bad and 
the lines near the level to which the water of the jheel rises duiing the rains. 
In addition to thi.s it is found that the laborers do not earn morcj than l‘s. 2-8 
a month on the avdage, while rice is from 9 pie to 1 anna a seer; tliat they are 
only paid for six days in the week, (their Sunday pay being illegally deducted) ; 
that when suffering from fever they are still obliged to work in order to get any 
allowance at all : in the words of the committee the coolies “ get into a weak 
state, and being in consequence incapacitated from earning full wages, and 
being mulcted of the Sundays’ wages, are unable to provide the means ; that is, 
to live sufficiently well to rccoA'or strength, and consequently die.” The 
nianager explains that the funds supplied to him arc insufficient. There is, 
however, no European nianager or as.'^istant living on the spot, and the 
conclusion to Avhieh tlie eoniinittee come, is thkH the present garden and the 
lines of Balccparah are unfit for human liabitation; but they propose certain 
arrangements Avlilch will, they think, make it possible for coolies to work at 
the garden, tbougli not to reside there. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot too strongly express his reprobation 
of and pain at the state of things which has been found to exist at this garden, 
and he very fvilly approves of the view you have taken of the case, and of your 
orders to close the existing garden to all imported laborers. 

4. As the committee have taken a more lenient view in regard to the 
Adhabari garden, the Lieutenant-Governor cannot of couis(‘ interfere; but he 
desires that the inspector AA'ill be particularly careful to inspect the garden 
frequently, and to pay special attention to the illegal pir.etice of not paying the 
laborers their full wages, including Sundays, and will insist upon propi-r hospital 
accommodation being provided. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs with you in the liO])e that the Agra 
Bank Corporation, who ore the oivncrs of these gardens, will sec the necessity 
of providing a resident European manager, and of seeing that their imported 
coolies are treated with justice and with reasonable care and attention in the 
future. lie deeply regrets that so discreditable a state of things should he 
brought to light iu gardens owned by so large and important an institution.

Barometric Pressure. — The prespures in column 2 of tlio above tabic for all stations below 
500 feet arc reduced from those given in column .‘J of the table on the previous page by 
ad<ling the weight of a column of air of the corresponding temperatures given in column 17. 
For stations of above 500 feet elevation, the redaction is made by Di[)pe’s tables as given 
in Guyot's “Meteorological and Physical Tables.” 

Temperature. — The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the 
preceding page by adding P Fahr. for every 350 feet. 

Wmd J)irecli'in.—'V\\6 mean wind direction and its comparative prevalence are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the half month. The latter is 
given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The mean direction is calculated 
in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 

The above being all comparable, allbrd the data for constructing a meteorological chart for 
the half month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind 
directions, which last may be repre.sented by arrows of varying length proportioned to the 
prevalence of the wind. To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

any niea«nres which may appear necessary for the 
preservation of life, and property; and bo shall 
have power by himself or by his men to break into 
or througli or pull down any premises for the 
purpose of patting an end to the fire, doing as 
little damage as possible ; and he may also cause 
the mains and pipes of any district to be shut off 
so as to give greater pressure of water in the place 
where the firo has occurreil. 

Police officers of all grades shall be authorized 
to aid the fire-brigade in 
, the execution of its duties. 

They may close any street 
in or near which a fire is bnrning, and they may, 
of their own motion or on the request of the 
chief or other officer of the fire-brigade, remove 
any persons who interfere by their presence with 
the operations of the fire-brigade. 

Any damage done by the fire-brigade in the 
duo execution of their duties 

by tire within the meaning 
of any policy of insurance of property in Calcutta 
or the suburbs against fire.

of Sections XI. and XII. of the Canalt* Act (V. of

1. Every vessel, not beings steamer or flat 
for which a fixed rate of toll has been provided, 
on entering any of the above navigable channels, 
shall bo liable to measurement by the oflieer in 
charge of the toll station, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the amount of toll to be paid. 

2. The tonnage of every vessel, not being a

(«.) — ^The product of half the length of the 
vessel, from stem to stern, measured along 
the water-line, multiplied by the interior 
greatest breadth of vessel, multiplied 
by the depth from the water-line to the 
bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as the 
number of maunds upon which toll should 
be levied. 

(A.) — ^The measurement of the length is to be 
made in feet, rejecting inches. The mea- 
surement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet, and quarters of feet, rejecting 
portions of less than a quarter of a foot. 

(c.)«— In calculating the amount of toll to be 
levied, any fraction of 100 maunds, less 
than 50 ma^inds, is to be omitted. 

.3. No timber„.bainboos or grass will be ad- 
mitted, except securely and compactly packed in 
the form of a raft. There shall be no restriction 
as to the size of rafts, but the supervisor of tolls 
may order a raft to be lessened and divided into 
two or more rafts, when its size is,, such as to 
impede the navigation of the channels. 

4. Every vessel entering any of the channqis 
shall be famished with a ticket on paying the 
prescribed toll. The ticket will specify the date

5: No vessels whatever, except such as are 
employed on works connected with the mainte- 
nance or improvement of the lines of channels in 
question, shall be exempted from paying toll.

weight, abstraction of Opium, or adulteration of 
the drug, which may bo preferred on reference to 
chests after the sale and delivery of the Opinm for 
shipment. 

18. It ie hereby farther notified, that "under 
the 6th Article of the Convention between Great 
Britain and France, dated**the 7th March 1815, 
quoted below, the Agents in India of the French 
Government, or persons duly appointed by them, 
are entitled to demand that out of the quantities 
of Behar and Benares Opium declared as above 
for Bale at the twelve sales of the year 1872, 
there shall bo delivered to them^ at tbe average 
of tho particular sale or sales to which the 
Opium BO applied for may belong, a quantity not 
exceeding in the aggregate 800 chests, and the 
Agents of the French Government must make 
requisition specifying the quantity of Opium re- 
quired by them at any particular sale, within 
thirty days from tbe advertisement of such intefid- 
cd sale, mpvided, however, that the Agents of tKe 
French Government may make such requisition for 
the whole quantity within thirty days from the 
publication of this notification. If the Agents of 
the French Government shall not make the requi- 
sition for Opium within the time above mentioned 
the entire quantity of about 43,900 chests of 
Behar and Benares as above 
estimated, will be brought

plication for a quantity of 
Opium to be delivered to them out of the quantity 
advertized for sate at each or any of the twelve 
sales above mentioned, but shall not pay for it 
within the prescribed period of payment, the 
Government of Bengal reserves to itself the right 
of disposing of tbe Opium which the French 
Authorities may so fail to pay for, either by in- 
creasing the quantity reserved at tbe sale next 
ensuing the date of payment, or by selling it at a 
sale to be held expressly for the purpose.

Division for the year 1870-71- 


From P. H. Pp-llew, Esq., Chairman of tho Mnnicipal Comnnipeiuners of Hooghly and 
Chineurah, to tho C'onamiBsiouer of the Burdwan Division, — (No. 103, dated Uooghiy, 
tho 30th June 1871.) 

1 HAVE tho ilonor, on behalf of the Municipal Cemmissioners of Hoogjllly and Chinsnrah, 
to report on the administration of the municipality fur the year ] 870*7 1. 

2. The corporation consisted of 23 members inclusive of the ex-officio ones, and of these 
14 were official and 12 non-official members. Of the official members three were transferred 
elsewhere and one appointed, and of the non-official members only one was appointed 
during the year. 

3. The number of the resident non-official members representing tbo four principal 

divisions marginally noted of tbe municipality are shewn against those 
6 divisions. Chandernagorc stands without representation since the 
Hoi^bly" 3 demise of Baboo Promotho Nath Ghose. Baboo Ashootosh Ghose, 

- * brother o"f the deceased commissioner, was sometime ago recommended 

• 11 for tho vacancy, but no ordets were received from Government 

respecting this appointment. 

4-. Altogether 27 meetings were held during the past year. The number of general 
meetings was 9, and of sub-committees and special meetings 18. The average attendance of the 
commissioners at the general meetings was 10. ^ 

5. Many important matters of business were laid before and considered by the Commis- 
sioners at the general meetings, sncli as the schemes for lighting the towns; foe extension of 
tbe Act? for the prevention of cruelty to animals; for administering oath to the Gommissionen 
under section 2 of Regulation IX of 1793 ; for thoroughly re-excavating the tank to the sonih 
of tbe civil courts; for the execution of drainage and other works of local improvementsy &o. 
Besides, many other projects commenced upon in the preceding year were casried out, daring the 
year nnder review, namely the closing op of the Mahoinedan burial ground in Karbi^ 
and opening another in its stead in a convenient and unobjectionable place, the acquisition 
of land for the Sandersburtollah new road, Mookeqya lane, and Bah latrii^. Attention 
was also paid to securing good drinking water by inducing the proprietiors of mme of the 
Target and best tanks within municipal limits to set them apart for drinking pnrpostin only. , 
'With their consent notices are to bo stuck in conspicuous placM near the tMilui,.ptphihitui« 
persons from using these tanks for other purposes. The tanka were first defios^ pf ransle aha' 
penna under tho powers vested in the Cotnmissionele by seotion 73 ot Aot lU (B.Gd 0# 
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6. At the mei'ling held for passing the budget estimate for the past year on the 26th 
January 1H70, the rate iipou the annual value of houses and lands was fiKed at G:| per cent., 
being the same as that tixrd for the year preceding. The valuation and assessment of that 
year were also adopted for the year under review. 

7. The house-rate collodions amounred to Rs. 22,2 16-1-3 during the past year, and 
the house and wheel taxes to Rs. 1,330. Tnc following siatemout will shew in detail the 
aecounis ■ f these two sources of income •

8. The amount ot taxes for the two preceding years, which rctnaitied unrealized in April 
1S70, have been shewn as demands for those years in the above statement. Out of the total 
balance of Us. 7,190-12-3 tlie sum of lis. t, 158-10-9 has been collected np to date. Grc.at 
efforts were made to secure punctuality in realizing the municipal revenue during the year, 
and the result is that tlie balance nneollectod of the revenue of 1870-71 is less than that 
which remained at the close of 1869-70 by Rs. 1,317-8-6. 

9- The balance of bouse and of horse and carriage taxes for the year 1868-69, amounting 
altogether to Rs. 632-1-6, was found irrecoverable, owing to deaths, evacuations, and other 
similar causes ; and at a general meeting held a little after the close of the past year, was 
written off from the column of demands. 

10. The registration fees on carts amounted to Rs. 376. The income under this 
head is steadily increasing. The following comparative table will shew the increase which 
accrued during the past and preceding year - 

1868-09. 1869-70. 1870-71. 

Registration fees on carts 276 0 0 349 0 0 376 0 0 

The fines and forfeitures under this head have been hitherto remitted to the magistracy. 
It is now under consideration whether these do not legitimately belong to the manicip<ality. 

11. The income derived from the four ferries on the river Hooglily amounted to It3.5,090 
during the past year. Thi.s sum does not represent the actual rent of the ferries for the past 
year, which was Rs. 5,41.0. The rent of March List having been paid in April and credited 
to the current year's account, caused this difference. 

12. In addition to tlie two cattle pounds which had existed in the municipality 
for a long time, an experimental one was erected in the Chitisurah town guaurd 
police station in May l.a.st, the proceeds of which amounted to Rs. 96-14-6 during 
the eleven months ot the past year. The proceeds of the two other pounds, viz. of the 
Tolafuttuck and Ilooghly pounds, amounted to Rs. 326-2-9 and Rs. 706-10-6 respect- 
ively. The total proeeeus of the tliree oaille pounds amounted to Rs. 1,129-11-9, being 
Rs. 9 less than those of the year preceding. This result is due to the greater care dis- 
played by the owners of cattle. 

18. The license fees levied under section 77 of Act 111. (B. C.) of 1864 amounted to 
Rs. 1,073-8-3, being Rs. 713-8-9 for the past year, and Rs. 359-15-6 for year preced- 
ing. Appendix A will shew the various trades on which the above m^cl^y was levied 
for these two years. 

Some of the persons engaged in offensive trades have removed their ibises to places 
beyond the municipal boundary to escafie the tax. This result is oii the 7e beneficial, us 
the trades nave been removed I'roni more jmpulous to Icss populous places , 

1-4. The fines amounted to lbs- 43'>-13, being nearly Rs. 2.'’ /M thQn*’tho sum 
realized under this head in the preceding year. This result is imt t\l attributed to any 
laxity on the part of the munici{)ul servants, but rather to improved habits on the part of the 
population, who arc gradually becoming accustomed to strict conservancy rules. .The number 
of cases instituted, and in which convictions wero recorded during the year, is shewn ia 
Appendix B. 

15. The miscellaneous items, viz., the stable refuse tax under bye-law 40, rent of a 
godown at tho Hooghly Chuck Bazar, sale proceeds of trees, warrant lees, &c., amounted 
altogether to Rs. 628-13-3. 

16. Thus the total receipts during the past year amounted to Rs. 32,310-2-6. This 
sum being suppleifiented by Rs. 12,031-13-9 which was in band at the close of 1869-70, 
and also by the grant of Rs. 245-0-6 by Government, being the surplus registration fees 
under Act V- (B. C.) of 1866, for the yeare 1868-69 and 1860-70, amonuted Rs. 44,587-0.-9.-

19. There was a balance of Rs. 11,932-5-5 in hand .at the close of the past year 
which arose from tlie savin>is and unexpended budiret asBignment.s of that year. 

20. It should also be mentioned liere that Rs. 319-5-9, bein^ the amount of surplus 
rp"istration fees and fines for hackney carriages and p.alankeGna for the past year levied 
under Act V. (B.C.) of 1806, which was deposited in the municipal fund by tho Joint- 
Magistrate of Hooghly, has not becui included in tho balance mentioned above, as section 51 
of the Act provides th.at the motiey should n<.>t be in any way dispo.sed of without the or«lers of 
Ilis Honor the Licutenant-Govemor of Beniral. 

21. The number of fretalled roadt repaired during the year has been shewn in detail in 
tho aceompaiiymg statement of the actual receipts and disbursements of this mnnicipnlity 
for the past year. The total cost under this head has been Rs. 3.251-15-9 during the 
past year. Tlie repairs of thc't unmetalled roads were mostly done by the couservanoy dhan- 
gur coolies. The sum shewn i g^be annual statement under this head was expended during 
the two last months of the yulm by employing ticca coolies to work with the dhaugurs for the 
speedy completion of some otjjg uiiinctallcd road repairs. Besides, six uiimetulled roads were 

opened during the year in the places noted 
in the margin, to the great convenience of 
the people of the localities who gave the 
land gratis. The total sum spent on these 
roads, besides the price of labor of dhangur 
coolies under permanent employ, was Us. 
1+1-11 only. Much trouble was experienced 
in opening the line of the Sandersbur tollah 
new road on account of the opposition of some 
of the iuhabit.anta of tho locality. Tho 
opposition wia chiefly on account of a temple which it was desirable to remove to a short 
distance. There was much difference of opinion amongst the Hindoos of the place as to wltetber 
this removal was opposed to their religious principles or not, but I eonbitlered it better to 
leave the temple stnmling. The road i-s in consequence only 10 feet wide at the point where tho 
tenlnle stands and 20 fet-t everywhere else. The* work of acquisition of land nnder‘l\ct X of 
1870 for this road and Mookevjva (iully was entrusted to Baboo Rtinga Lai Banerjya, deputy 
collector of this Station, who ii.a-» completed the adjustment of all cases relative to the Sau- 
dersliui tollah road, which is fast progressing to completion. A.s regards the Mookerjya Gully, 
proceedings had to be stopped for the decision of higher authority as to the respective rights 
of 'Government and the ryots of Ciiinsur.ih kbas meh'al to the compensation, Thc.qnostion 
has since been settled, and many of the cases adjudicated promptly. The preliminary arrange- • 
ihnents for making the road have Vicen taken, and as soon as the land question is decided the 
ro^td will bo made. The completion of these two roads opens a communication between Wws 
Grand Trunk Rond nearly opposite the Dhunyakhalee road and the river Hooghly jihrongb the. 
middl'e of Cltinsurah. l^reviously the tratfio from the Dhunyakhalee road could only r^ob 
Chinsnrah and the river by very circuitous routes. . , 

'The' briebs ' for road-making are now separately contracted for. Formerly odva^oes for 
briek-making were made to the road contractors, but os this plan did not work satisjLptorfly, . 
1 have forbidden advances, and payment is made on inspection of the progress made.

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23. Very great attention was paid towards the drainage of the towns daring the past 
and preceding years. It is proposed gradually to put ail the old pucka Dutch drains in 
Chin«urah in a thorough state of repair, and also to make pucka drains in "Hoogbly. It will, 
however, take some years of perseverance before this result is obtained. During the past year 
several pucka drains have been repaired and earthen ditches have been convert^ into pucka 
drains, and a great number of cuteha drains have been made and dee^pened. The total sum 
spent for the drainage purposes amounted to Bs. 4,53 UO-6. 

23. Four length of railings at the sides of roads were erected during the past year in 

the pia<-es noted in the margin, at a total 

in'dSriirsbrj'X. .Th« 

pillars which were used for railings in cer« 
tain localities two years ajo were found to be us^cless, as they give way by the least shock 
offered accidentally. Wooden pillars and iron bars were tliercfore substituted. The pillars are 
of s&l sunk in a brick foundation and promise to stand well. 

24. On the removal of the military dopOt from Chinsurah, the supervision of the 
barrack latrine was entrusted to the Commissioners, who have kept up the regular establishment 
at their cost until final settlement is made on the subject. The sum spent has not been pro- 
vided for in the budget, and i.^ expected tc* be reimhitrsed by Govcinment from the Military 
Department. With reference to the construction of the ciitchorry latrine, the Commissioners 
selected a suitable place at a little distance from tlic II<>nghly (7huck Gh&t. The latrine will be 
a covered pucka builtling, surrounded hy a wall, and besides being useful to the frequenters of 
the courts, will be .a great benefit to the locality, as the diur below this part of the towri^is, 
in spite of Iho police and in defiance of decency, much used as a privy. Steps were taken for 
the acquisition of the land hy the eolleetor, but owing to disputes amongst the claimants to 
the laud, the matter was referred to the civil court under section 18 of Act X of 1870. I 
may mention, as showing the sub-division of rights in land in Bengal, that more than eighteen 
claimants of different interests appeared in respect to this small jiortion of 9| cottahs of 
land. Pending the result of the proceedings I have thought proper to proceed with the work, 
though section 16 of Act X gives the power to do so. It is possible that the sum to be paid 
may be so high that the Commissioners may prefer another site. 

25. The disposal of the night-soil was carried on during the past year in the same 

manner as before The soil was removed in large wooden buckets propeily covered by lids 
to a garden called Puckabagan in an out-of-the-way iduce in Chinsurah, and there buried in 
trenches daily dug by three inchturs employed solely for that purpose. Save and except the 
place named aboie the soil was never allowed to be in am ' •'ay disposed of elsewhere. For 
the purpose of det<‘Cting offenders the Commissioners ' -gister to be made and kept at 

their office eontaiinng the nanves and residence of all pi'j ^ ,*^Jj'^‘ielitur8, who have also been 
furnished with badges of the munieipality to be borne on while emploj’ed in their 

business avocations. The regulation of private melitiirs ui^**yr the poivers vested in the 
municij'ality by section 55 of Act III (B C.) of 1864 an 1 by^”‘iw 36 has been found work 


much more econoinioally and successfully than the practi<

existed and are paid hy the people, all that the municipality ®s to define the time and place 
for removal and deposit of night-soil. 

26. All pauper or unclaimed dead bodies wore disposedwo *1*® cost of the municipality. 
The five moordafurraslios employed to guard the river against throwing dead I'odies or night- 
soil into it, bury or burn the corpses according to circumstances and requirements. The corpses 
found floating in the river wore always buried into the chur above the high water-mark. Each 
moordnfurrash lias also a cremaiion gliftt as.«ignod tohini to superintend over ks conservanev. 
They arc also entrusted with the killing of paria dogs under the superinteudenco of the con- 
servancy overseer. 

The sum spent for watering the roads during the year under review amounted to 

Us. 778-1 1-.3, besides a separate establish- 
ment of 9 bheesties had to. be kept up to water 
the cantonment roads, at a monthly cost of Ha. 
36 only. There were six water enris, and a staff 
of 24 bheesties and 1 5 coolies and 5 cart drivers 
to water the municipal roads. The i^ds watered 
dining the past year with iheir length in feet 
is shewn in the margin. Those marked w.ith 
an asterisk were newly watered daring the year. 

28. The tank to the south of the civil 
courts, generally called the cutchorry tank was 
thoroughly re-excavated, and the steps Co .|h9 
west of the tank were extended, and pla^<nF|||iff 
provided at the top. The tank was fmtined'eut 
to a resident of Hoogfaly, who in lieu of rent -defrayed the cost of daily lighting the Hot^bly 
Bodder Gb&t.

29. A proposition for partially lighting the streets with oil 

meeting of the Commissioners held on the 4r,h January lS71, and it was settled that Rs. 2,000, 
including the contribution of Rs. 500 offered for the purpose, by Baboo Joy Kissen Mookerjva, 

be reserved in tho next year's budget. Further subscriptions are expected from the inhabitants 

of tho municipality. 

30. Of the four slaughter-houses which have existed in the municipality for a long time 

at the plaees noted in the margin, the one at 
Kliackrnjob which belonged to the military 
authorities was rernoveil at the latter end of 

the year on the departure of tho cantonment 

4 oflicers from Chinsurah. The income derived 

— from these amounted to Rs. 48 only. 

31. Agreeably to the orders received from Government the Alahomedan burial ground 
situated at Karhalla was closed up, and removed in February last to a place called Juuglee 
Shaw's garden, which lies to the south-west of the old burial ground, and which measures 
about 18 bcegahs. The mutwallec of the Hooghly Emambarah procured the land at his own 
expense. The land taken for tlic new burial ground was Alahomedan endowed land, which had 
been appropriated and wa.s in possession of Hindoos. It was, therefore, a real benefit to the 
whole Alahomedan community to recover this land for them. Moreover, owing to its religions 
character all objection to burial there on the part of the Alahomeduns was obviated. Notwith- 
standing there was great difficulty in inducing the parties in possession to surrender the land 
at the merely nominal price’ which the inutwallee was ready to offer for it, 1 was unwilling to 
negotiate for any other land. Further difficulty arose from the fact that the mutwallec would 
accept of no pecuniary assistance from the municipality, and persisted in the opinion that the 
municipal money w’ould act as a curse and pollution in destroying the sanctity of the land. 
Eventually by taking the strong measure of issuing a notice for closing the old burial ground, 
and at the same time inducing the local agents to threaten to sue the po.'-sessor for the land, 
both parties came to terms, and the land was made over. Besides the new burial ground there 

were three more eenietries at the places margin-

diiiimiriiti, etiuutiiuktiur ... ... ... 1 belong.s to the C.hristians, and the rest to tho 

Alaliomedans. 

32. Tho working of the Hackney Carriage and Palankeen Registration Act V (B. C.) of 
1866, which was extended to this municipality first as an experimental measure in January 1869, 
and then permanently enforced in April 1870, was satisfactory during the year under review. 
Tho condition of the hackney carriages and jiahuikcens were observed much improved, and 
their conveyance safe and speedy. As heretofore stated, the surplus registration fees of 
Rs. 24*6-0-6 from January 1809 to tho close of the year 1869-70 were, under the orders of 
Government, brought to the credit of the municipal funds in tlie past year. Nothing further 
on tho subject need be mentioned here, as all the details are contained in the report, dated tho 
16th Alay last, submitted by the Joint- Alagistrate of Hooghly, under whose control the Act was 
enforced to this place by Covernment. 

33. The mortuary returns furnished by the police during the year unfler review shew 
a total of 275 deaths within the municipal boundaries. A statement shewing tho number and 
cause's of deaths at the interval of ten years, which has been prepared from the police returns, is 
given below. It will be observed that no deaths under one year are given, and the returns 
cannot be relied on : —

In addition to the five outposts which already exist, a new one is proposed to be erected 
at Aymah, at a cost of. Rs. 500. The necessity for an outpost between the Hooghly East 
Indian Railway station and the Pcepulputty outpost was ursjent, as the road leading from the 
station to Hooghly has gradually risen to such importance that passengers on foot, as well as 
by gharry, may be at all hours of the day and night en route to or from tbo station. 

35. The secretary of this municipality displayed great zeal in the discharge of his 
duties, and I have every reason to be satisfied with the conduct of the supervisor and other 
officers of the municipality.

From F. II. Pkm.ew, Esq., Officiating Magistrate of Hooghly, to the Commissioner of the 
Burdwan Division, — (No. 201, dated Hocgbly, the Slst August 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to forward the report of the vice chairman of the Scrampore muni- 
cipality for the year ending the 31st March 1871, also the accounts in duplicate. 

2. With reference to the remarks in paragraph 4, I have requested the vice-chairman 
in future nominalious to pay attention to tbe repiescntation of those parts of tbe municipality 
at present unrepresented, and be rcjiurts that the subject is under the considcratiou of the 
Commissioners. 

3. in reference to paragraph 7, the vice-chairman calls meetings now twice every month. 

4. lu) reference to paragraph 9, I ha\e pointed out to the Vioe-Chairmau that the 
scheme is successful in Hooghly’, and he reports that he has called on the civil buige''a to 
give it a fresh trial. 

5. In reference to paragraph 13, 1 h.-ive addressed the vice-chairman to st<ip pro -eed- 
ings for the present and lay the matter before the Commissioners for reconsideration. 

6. With regard to pasagrapb 17, I requested tbe vice-chairman to favor me with a 
statement shewing in detail, lei, the ca.^h balance ; and secondly, tbe unrealized balances of 
post years, and the demand of tlie present year ; all these latter to be shewn as the demands 
of the years to which they relate. He has not, however, as yet done so, and I do di/m think 
proper to delay the report any further. It wiU be seen from the accounts that the actual 
cash, balance from last year was Rs. 1,896-7-64 so that Rs. 3,366-3 represents uncohuct«d 
balances of previous years. Tlie cash balance in hand at the close of the year 1870-71 was. 


I 
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Rs. .8,7.82-8-11 i so that the income exceeded expenditure l>y Rs. 1836-1-.8. The Tice-chainnan 
should also ii^ his report have applied for [H>.rtriihsion to write off the nniealizahle balance. 

7. In regard to paragraph 22, I have pointed out that depotils of farmers in lien of 
security should not be included in the income of the municipality, until they are actually 
taken in payment of the rent, and that properly speaking these deposits should be kept with 
the M8igi>tratc. • 

8. I beg to call attention to the remarks of the vic<!-ehaii!rnan in this paragraph 27. 

9. With regard to paragraph 30, I observe that in Act HI (B. C.) of IbOi, section 77, 
oil-boiling houses arc included. 

10. With regard to par.agraph tO, I have poii.tccl out to the vice-chairman that the 
leases to the farnicrs should contain provision for all ferry <'xpenfic.s, which sli mid be borne 
by the farmers; and that only the surplus proceeds as con I ein elated by Jl <10131100 VI of 1819 
should he appropriated. A lu-vv form of lca.--o of fcriy uliauis is i.ovv bcino' prepaicd in the 
Magistrate’s ofliee, which will bind the furiiier to provide safe and eotntiKrdious boats and to 
keep them in good repair, &c., 

11. With regard t<i paiagraph 49, the police aic williin the limit allowed by the law. 

12. The vice-chairman has been retjue.sted to report ftirilu r on the re-u.t of bis enquiry 
into the pui chase of the sccrotarv’s bouse and wood allu'led in Ids ])iira>^ra|)li .‘i2. 

13. With rcsptct to the la-t paragrajih, I have din'cteil the vice.-eliainiian to keep the 
ueeouiits strictly in a.-coidance vvitb the rules l.iid down for the accounts ol local funds, 
and he is oariying out the lelbrm.

4. In seloeting Municipal (-omtnis'ionors, I think the ohj'-et to he kept in view is to 
ensure the proper represent.il ions of the interests ol the vaiious classes of the people, ami of 
the towns and villa-^es which are included within the municipality. 

5. 1 would siiiriTcst tlial the numher of European inemhcrs is too large and out of 
pronorlion with that of the Euiopeau rcsnlents in the municipality; oven eieluditig ex-ollicio 
inernhers, Knrepeaiis foim a majority in the eorntnission. 

(i. 'rite result too is, that t'erain]tore ilscll has too many rO]ircsen(atives ; for out of the 
tnolve non-i Hieial nic'inhers all the ]inro]>e!ins and thri'e of the five natives are itdiahitants of 
this pot I ion of the innnieipaliry. Connaghiir, a large and impurtaiit village, forming the 
southern enlivmity of the rminieipality, sends only two ot its residents to the boar.i ; while 
Chattra, Aiidies, Bidliihpore, and Itislira are entirely witlKuit reprisetuation. Before passing 
from the .snhject of .Mnnieipal ('ommissioners, I desire to ni'iition the con jiliment they paid 
to Mr J. A. ll.ipkins in ree rding a proceeding, th.-inking liiin for the pains he had taken in 
the tuiinieiiial atlairs. 

7. Meethiffs . — As (here were only twelve ordinary and one special meeting held during 
the year, it do- s not seem that the jiiovisions of section J7, A.!t 111 oi Ihljf h.»ve been 
slrie.tU adhered t.i. 

S. Few of the snl jecls disenss -d .it these meetings call for much remark, and these too 
with one excejition may he very shorily disposed of. 

9. At the meeting of the 20th Alay, with a view to give native women instruetioii in 
midwifery, a sum ol Us was votecl for (he salary of a native niidwif,*, hut the attempt proved 
abiirtivi-, as no one eoiild he Imind to aeee|it the post. 

JO. On the 12tii .Juh’, on the motion of the civil surgeon, an estimate wa.s framed for 
erecting a building for the sepaiaie treatment ol contagious diseases. Ido not find that the 
war.! has h rn u-ed for any serimi.s siekn"^s, sueii as <dio]cra and small-pox, hut the existence of 
such a htiilditig i.s useiul in ease any emergem'y should arise. 

At tile same meiting .1 projiositioii to appoint a paid secretary and health officer was very 
jiroperly negatived on the score of insuflieiency ot tunds 

12. At the meetings of August, Septemher, and Novemher, it was discnssi-d whether 
permis.sion should he given to the Indian .lute Company to build a jetty in front of their mill, 
and finally leave was given. Hitherto no steps have been taken by the agents of tlie company 
to carry out their proposals. 

i:i. I submit that the Municipal Commissioners in entertaining this proposal at all 
encro ich u]>on the jurisdiction of the olh ctor. The river hank U[)on wliieli it is intended 
tnat tlie jetty sh. uld he erected is the pr 'perty of the (Jovcriimenti, ettiier as pntnidar under 
the /.cmidar of Sewrafooly, or as trustee for the public of the hanks of a tidal navigable river. 
U;id(‘r iieitlicf of these eircunistances have the municipality any conct'rn w'ith it. 1 wottid 
luriiier point out that it is both illegal, and. I snhrnit, o^iposed also lo fair and generotis princi- 
|iles to expunge the eoiuiitioii by wliicli all foot-passengers were to he allowed free access to the 
jelly. There a gdifit here, over which, as over all others, llie public have a right of way, and 
which has been, in existence for many tears. This ghat eonsisis of a path some two or three 
feet wide leading down to the water’s educ. Surely it cannot lie prop-r to permit the Indian 
.lute (,'ompany to abolish this giiat and acijitirc not only the land upon which it is situated, hwiS- 
also some forty feet in addition, and erect there a jetty from which they will exclude the general 
puhlic I submit that the tnttnieipalily or even the collector would he liable lo an action oi- 
the part of any person who was d''prived of his right of way. I see also that the Indian Jute 
Company have agiced to pay a yearly rent for this jetty wnen built, but if any pers. n is eii- 
tithd to that rent, it is not the municipality hut Government. The only iniiiiovahlc pioper’y 
vested in the Commis.sioners under tlie Act con.sist.6of roads and lands purchased by thumselves; 
tiiey have nd jurisdiction over ghats or river hanks. I should he inclined to rccouimeud that 
the proct clings of the municipality witli reference to this question he quashed. 

14. Finance , — Under one other item of receipts and cxpcndiiure it will be convenient 
to Gomment on the results that have been achieved by the rnunicip.ality during the year under 
report.

Tlic actiuil colloolions and deposits made wiibin and on account of the year under 
report ainouiiti'd to Ids. 7,U50-1, iJuriiij; tlio l;ist ntontli of lS(>l)-70 Its. 403-12 were depo- 
sitcil in jidvanoo on no<om.t of foirv contracts for the year 1870-71 ; tliis p.un is intdoded in the 
lijlttres slipwn iimier tlic first liead of receipts “ balance iti liainl.'' A loss of Rs. 870 was 
sustained by the failure of the farmer of the Connaghur sjhftt, and its subsequent settle-nent 
at a lowgr rental. The above sums uive a total of lbs. 8.133-0-1), from which must be deducted 
Its. oti-l-D lefuud. d on aeei.uiit of excess deposit. Tlic balance that remained uncolb'cted 
at tlio end of tlic vtnr amonntci} t>) Its. 838-4-0, most of wbioh has since been realized. This 
acoontits f>r tiie whole rent at which the ferries were let for the year under report. 

22. The dillerence helween aetiial colleevions on account of this year, and the total sum 
which was nccivt-d under this Ijead, and wliieh amouiifs to Its. l,5:2.'j-l-0, consists of sums 
deposited in the last moiilh of 1.S70-71 on account of ferry contracts fur (ho year 1870-71. 

23. l!i/-fir fiii'M — The sum sliewn in eolumii 5 i.s not really deficit, tlie term is a mis- 
nomer for faiiliy istimate. Diiriiiuf the year unJt r report the bazars were let for a tot.al rent of 
Its. 1,3.")(), out of whu'.li one-fourih w'as d<'i)osited in advance duiin-j the year 1 S0!)-70, and 
has heeii credited in the funds raised diirin<s that year. The whole of the rcmainin'j rent, 
tojjelher with a similar deposit in advance for 1871-72, has been rcaliz.ed within the present 
year. That the exact fcuni sliew n in column 3 exceeds Us. 1,350 is 1o he accounted for by 
the fad that tl-.c ha/.ar has been let for a somewhat higher rent during the current year, which 
has neerssitated a deposit of a proportionately larger amount. 

2t. Tiie pr.actict' of rccoi\ing elej'osits before tl^* year for wliich they are required has 
eommonct'd, and of crediting them to the yc.ar in which they wore actually paid tends to 
confuse accounts; they should never he aeccided until after the hegiuning ol the year to which 
they refer. 

2.5. Thi's'c hazar.s arc Ihicc in number, and are knowMi a.s the llsit, the Pooratun, and the 
Eutlolla bazar respectively. In addition to ]>crmaneiit sho]is of various kinds, the usual 
vegetal lies are Sold here ; and at one of them (the Pooratun bazar) an evening fish market ia 
regularly held.

27. 'I'hat this nianaoetuent can he eontitiiu'd under the new Cattle Tre.spnss Act I 
of 1871 does not ajijiear to he po-sille. Not only iloos that law invest the magistrate with the 
entire aiuhoiity ovi-r jioiiinls, their keeper-j, and income r.alizeil from them, hut it further 
ennniorali s tlio purposes to which surplus procoeils may lie appropriated, and among them 
municipal funds are not ineiudid.

30. License Frcx. — The income to he deiived from this source is regulated by section 77, 
Act 111 of 18<jt, and I sii'qiect that its (eiiiis have not been closely attended to. The words 
“ premises newly used ” very eonsideralily' re.slriet the profits which w'ould otherwise 

The schedule too is defective, inasmneh a.s it omit.s to li.x any rate to be impused upon 
preniUcs ii.-ied for boiling oil. 

31. 1 consider that I he operation of this section is unsatisfactory. If by its provisions 
it is intended to entrust the Alftnicipal ('ommi.'isioners with some control over ohjcctiona'Kltf- 
trailcs, by enahlmg them to relns-e a license to e.arry’ them on, it is clear that this end is not 
gained if no authority is given over jiremis-es tliat have been in use before the existence of 
the municipality. If it is intended that the municipality should derive any cousidcrablo 
portion of Their income by trading in Hcciise, I would submit that the principle is a had one. 
To enaejt a fee from a new trader and to exempt the old one is practically to enforce a 
monopoly in favor of the latter. Priority of existence gives the old established dealer a 


I 
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cousidcrable advantage in the struggle of competition ; Imt if the now trader is Ijesides t 
to a tax from wlijcli tire other is exempt, he is too heavily weiglitecl to make it possible for him 
to succeed. The injusliee is specially grievous in the case of those trades which are not in 
themselves a naisauce, but which reipiire some sort of reirulalion as a protection against 
accident. Some exception must also ho taken to the moaning of iho words “ newly u.«cd ; " 
they are ainl)iguou% as regards certain trades at ail events. 

• 3*3. Horse and fVheel Tax. — Tlic deficit is in some measure aeeounted for by the fact 

that the last quarter’s tax has not yet been collected, but iiotwithsianding this, 1 am inclined 
to think that the estimate fiamcd was too high. 

33. Latrine Fees. — Again I have to report , as rny )>rodrcossor did before me, that the 

working of this department is not salisfaelory'. Tlic're arc tlirc'c e!iuse.s alieged fo the dtfieit 
shown in column 5 ; JifKt, the insjicctor of inethiiis, whose special duty it is to collect night- 
soil bills and supervise the work in this dcji.u uinml , has l em di.-tm-.-i d ; .srrouJfii. loss ei..'iie 3 
from people changing tbc.ir lodgings, and in some cases quiUiug tlic towns wilhonr paying the 
bills due frtim them ; tliirdh/, a sum of its. GO is due lor arroais of rent from tlic fariiHr of 
the bazar latrine. 

31-. Misccllanvons. — The reeeipts have ajain been nnder-r sliinated, t!ie singl.' item of 
recoveries is more than half as mncii again as the entiu- csliniatt*. ’I'lio romainiii'_'' h's. 2.500 
is made up by snius received on account of compensation for l.iinl, tcninoraiy deimsits of 
various kinds, and inisculiaueous receipts jiroper. By far the larg-esi, part of ihe lai i er is on 
account of recovery of expenses iuetftrcJ for repairing ruinous houses under .siciioii (M of the 
Act. 

To consider the year's disbnrsem-nts. 

35. CoUeeting Establishment, — The s.iving under tliis he ul is .ncooutited for by the non- 
cmployrncnt <'f an assessor, and by a reduction in the nnmlier of bill sircars. 

^Office /isfablisltmeiii and Contingencies. — Tiiere is a very laige cxpcnditiire under this head 
in excess of estimate, hut a great portion of it is included in one item, the purchase of a 
gharry lor the use of the hoiioraiy secretary and commissioners. It is peifcetly fair th.at 
travelling expenses incurred on account of the niuiiii'ipality should be de(iay»‘d out of its 
funds, and hence there was ample reason to pay lulls presented on t his account hv the l ouorarv 
secretary and others. I do not find that these lulls ever exeeedcii Bs. 10 a iiioiitli, which is 
about oiic-lialf (rather less) the average, cost td' tlie keep of the horse and gliarrv. The 
nrrangetnent has therefore been aloss. Vari- ns items of furniture purchased lor the u*e of t!io 
office, and more or less neecss-ary explain the lemainiiig defieil under this head. 

37. Cofiserranrg , — Compared with lust year tlie figuriH are not satisfactory, for thev 
exhibit nn excess of expenditure, over assigned iueonie, the reason biing that the budget was 
not siiflicienlly comprehensive. Tlie coolies, whose wages form a prineijial item under this 
head, have been . act iv» iy employed in eleausing the (i wii, cutting jungle, and otiier conservancy 
work ; it is .'•nflieient to s.ay that they tiave done tliis sat i-sfaeloi il_\-. 

38. Ito<i<h. — In addition to petty r<'paii.« can ied on hy tiie eon^erv.'inoy eoolios, a sum of 
lls. t.lS3-13-0 has been spent upon those of a more iiii|)ortant character. 'I'liis sum is ■well 
within the estimate, hut 1 regret, to say that the whole ef it has been spent on Scramporc 
it.»elf to the neglect of lltshra, Muhes, Coniiagliiir, &e. 

• ot). l.ocnt Improcments . — A good deal of use! id work liaslucu .iceomjilished by the 
funds expended under this head. 

40. A railitig has hceii set up along the upper .and lower strand roads, and coiitinned as 
far as the slrcngtli of tlie river bank would ailmit. It will shortly ho further extended, lor 
(he present condition of the road is fraiiglit with danger both to foot passengers and 
earriiigcs. 

■tl. A f\ul)lie burning ghat h.is been ereidcd at Comiagluir, whicii 1 trust will he of use 
to the iahabilaiits ; it has not been opened I’tr a sufficiently long lime to enable me to speak 
with aecnisiey on the point. 

4'2. Last year the mmiieipality cxo.avatcJ a new tank, and this year thev have imjirovcd 
it hy the aduiliun of a ghfit eon.stnieted on that side of it neare.sL the Grand Trunk Road, 
thus atlbrding eonvonient means of access to the water. 

4'3. Lighting, — Scramporc ulono of all tin- constiutent paits of the municij^iiity, enjoys 
the advantage of street lutnoa. These are. 15 in number ; they are lit and kepi in repair 
under contract for a monthly sum of Its. 135. • 

^4-1: The rate allowed for each lamp was reduced from Its. t to Ils. 3-14. per month, and 
flow stands at Ils. 3 only. 1 tlduk it is po-.^siblc that a fuither saving may he elfei-ted. 

45. If'atering , — The tioublc given hy the bheestecs in previous years led to the purchni-Q 
of three watering carts at a very great expense from Alessrs, T. E. 'riiomshn and Coiupaiiy. 
They are certainly an improvement upon manual labour, but Obey are constantly getting out of 
repair. They cost Its. 225 cacli. 

46. J'errg F..rpendil ure. — Th.e mnnicipality, in accordance with Government letter 
No., 11 55 of the ‘28th January 1863, manages all the ferry gh&ts within its linyts, and is 
entitled to half the jirocceJs, the remainder being handed over to iho amalgamated district 
rotyl fund. I find that the municipality pays out of its own share the whole of the .expenses 
of management, and also undertakes rcp.airs of the ferry boats, making no deduction on 
any of these accounts from the share paid to Government. 
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4S. Polire . — Tlie aniicxoil (iwurra sliow Iho strens'tli of the municipal police force. 
It is sufficient for ordinary occasiotis ; hut on the occurrence of any larjje festival, such as the 
Kuth Pooja, wo are obli":ciito ind-'iit for aid from Hooglily. It might be possible to inaugu- 
rate a system of reserves from whieh the police ranks might be from time to time recruited, 
and who niiyr’t.t he called upon on special occasions. ' 

4'.h There are four outposts, and altliough situated in Seramporo i\^clf, pneca (Quarters 
with a suhstantial railing have hicn erected at a cost of Ks. ),'l-t-5>. * 

.'id. 1 am iiiiijhlo to nffiud any iniorination on the w.ay in whieh the police performed 
tlicir <liities for the year underreport; for duiing the foitnigliL I was in charge I hud no 


pportiiuities of ohscrvatioius.

M('rhto)\if lie' urns — I annex tahle.s exhibiting the do.itiis that oiicurrod within the 
municipality dming fhe ye.ir under report, but I am not inclined to place absolute faith in 
their aecur.aoy. They are lak-n fiom .a rogi.ster in wliieli tli" in'orniation supplied by the 
police and conservancy amoeiis is recorded and compiled. I should imagine that deatiis 
among infants exceeded twenty-nine. Dcatlis from fever are fewer than those fioiu chehra ; 
cholera and dytenlc-y in excess of last year.

%6. Out of the cases in which summonses were issued, a very good percentage of 
convictions was secured. 

57. Fmal rewa/-^#.— 'Whatever credit is due on account of the administration of the 
municipality during the year under report solely belongs to my predecessor Mr. J. A. Hopkins, 
for it was only in my charge for a fortnight. All that remained for me to do was to write 
the ttsnal report upon, what had been done by him and the other municipal commissioners. 
For tbe many deficiencies in it, I must plead my slight experience of municipal business. 1 
have pointed out what have appeared to me faulty estimates both in inoomo and expenditure, 
and it is a matter of regret that the accounts should never have been kept according to the local 
fund rales. My predecessor has left on record a minute stating that the budget, though 
it bore his signature, did not carry his entire approval, and that he had been obliged to modify 
his own wishes according to tbe views pressed by others. 


From F. H. PaLtaw, Esq., Officiating Magistrate of Uooghly, to the Commissioner of tbe 
. Burdwan Division, — (No. 17#, dated Hooghly, the Stii August 1871.) 

<I HAva th# honor to forward the accounts of the Ooterparah Municipality for the year 
1870-71, together with the report of the Vice-Chairman. 

2. The report shows that the financial position of the municipality is healthy, and that 
the deficits, which were apparent in the budget estimate, and which were remarked on in letter 
No. 2442, dated 26th May 1871, of the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, have never 
been permitted to occur in reality. 

3. With regard to collections, paragraph 6 of report, the vice-chairman has promised 
to introduce a change in the practice which has crept in at Ooterparah of commencing to 
collect after the close, instead of at the commencement of the quarter. 

4. With regard to paragraph 9, it is satisfactory to find that the police have behaved 
<^B 0 well. 

5. It is to be regretted that the Honorary Secretary of .the municipality w-as nob called 
on to give somo particulars of the local improvements effected in Ooterparah during tbo year. 
This small municipality has in many respects shown great spirit and energy. 

From T. J. C. Plowden, Esq., Assistant Magistrate and Vice-Chairman of the Ooterparah 

Municipality, to the Magistrate and Chairman of the Municipal Commissioners, Hooghly, 

— (.''Jo. 75, dated Serampore, the 6th July 1871.) 

I UAVK the honor to make the following report on the administration of tbe Municipality 
of Ooterparah during the year 1870-71. 

3. Tbe annual accounts herewith annexed show that expenditure has not exceeded 
income. It will be seen that the actual cash balance amounted to Rs. 1,221, which is exclusive 
of auolher sum of Rs. 1,214 on account of bills due, but not yet realized. In the budget 
estimate for 1871-72, forwarded iii my letter No. 70, dated 1st July 1871, you will see that 
a sum of Rs. 2,634-8 is put down for loan to meet ordinary expenditure. 

3. Originally the bndsret for this year showed, under head of balance from last year, an 
estimated sum of Rs. 1,200 ; but from the figures of that year it appeared that the estimated 
expenditure exceeded the estimated income ; and the Secretary to Government of Bengal, in his 
letter No. 2442, dated 26th May 1871, pointed out that it was difficult to understand how we 
could anticipate such a favorable result. 

4. That the balance should actually remain in our hands, is very easily explained by the 
fact that some of tbe costly items proposed in tbe budget estimate for 1870-71 have, for one 
reason or another, never been undertaken, and tbo money consequently never spent. 

The result ia that tbo loan entered in the budget estimate for 1871-72 will not lie 
required. • 

5. CbJfeefkois.— There seemr. to me room for improvement in the system of collecting 
the taxes itnposed in tbe municipality. It seems to be the custom to allow the Quarter to 
expiie Ishiore any attempt is made to collect the bills due on account of it. Endeavours will Im 
made to introduce a change in this respect during the present year. 

9. License^ Feet. — decision of Baboo Baiimcharn Bancrjcc, Municipal Coramiasioncr, 
on certain prosecutions for refusing to take out licenses under section 77, ActTII. of 1864, 
is a great blow to the finances of the inunicipnlity. * 

7. He decided that the words “ premises newly used” could only refer to such as were 
brought into use after the extension of the Act to any particular locality. 

1 eSneor generally in'tbe decision, but consider that with reference to certain tradjjs tbe 
words “ premises newly used” are ambiguous. 

8* Tbe loss to tbe munioipalitv amounts to nearly Rs. 350 a year, and we may bft obliged 
to refund the fees we hjave already token. , 

9. Po/ics.— -The Commissioners are glad to be able to state that in ibeir opinion a satis- 
factory watch and vrord has been kept by the police under their bead constable Koralee Chum 
Bannerjee. . 
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10. Bwds.— The metallinp; of the Kalipore road has bean commenced and will shortly be 
iinisbed ; the roads in general are in good order. 

11. In appendix A. will be found the details of the year’s expenditure.

The uniouiit repre.'-ents the 
cost of dismantling old latrines, erecting a new one iii Arkatty Bazar, .and payment of rent 
for sites for dej/ositing night-soil.

72. Several of the above charges have been improperly shown under the head Miscel- 
laneous. The new system of debiting charges under budget heads will this j ear rectify such 
orro/s.

73. Conduct of Municipal Servants.— hW the servants of the raanioipalUy have given 
satisfaction as far as they could under the* defective system existing. Mr. Ridsdale, the 
Secretary, was found incapable of maintaining the. improvements made, therefore his services 
were dispensed with, and Mr. R. P. Sage^appointed in his place.

* 15. The collection of the arrear house-rale due for the years 1S68-69 and 1 859-70, has 
been efTectciljchieUy by recourse to the civil court under socllon 82 of the Act,* all 
attempts at realization under the ordinary process of the law having failed. The arrears of 
the year under report are chiefly due on empty houses, the owuers of which reside without 
the municipal jurisdiction. To recover this amount measures are being lakuu. 

16. The.cause of the excess in house-rate collection over the estimate, is the assessment 
on holdings (principally bamboo plautalions), which had previomsly been unnoticed, and which 
have been brought under assessment during the year. 

17. Wheel and Horse tax . — introduction of the wheel and horse tax, leviable under 

section 35 of the Act, was resolved on by the Commissioners at a meeting held on the 
5th of March 1870. The sanction of Government to the same was received the month 
following. Tlie receipts accruing from this tax were csiiinatcd in the budget at Rs. 8,000. 
From the subjoined statement, the result of these collections xrill show a deficit of Rs. 440-4-0, 
the anticipated income being evidently au over-estimate .— •

18. Registration of hackeries . — The registration of hackeries is also a new* sonree of 
ineome. Its iutrodneiion was resolved on at the meeting tield on the 5th March 1870. 
The year’s income from the fees uolleciud under this head was estimated in .the bhdget at 
Rs. 2,000, which* at the time of its preparation* was considered an under-estimate. The 
result, however, would tend to prove the contrary, the receipts from registration ^ing only 
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\ Rs. 1,584. The evasion of rc^istralion, chiefly in villages situated within two miles of ihe 
\ municipal liiniis, which under section 49 oi the Act are liable t(» the registraiion rules 
'and the <litlieuUy of enforcing the provisions of that section, must he considered the cause of 
the deficit. 

11). The Act would al.so appear tti be defective, inasmuch as section 51 gives no power 
of Pei/.iire hcl’ore c-uiviction ; consctjuoiitly its provisions liave retn.tined alnio.st a dead letter, 
more j>acticularly in the villages without the iimuicipal limits liable to tt is tax, as it is impracti* 
cable to get convictions unlcs.s the names of the owners and their residences are known, 
which can never be pn )>erly ascertained by merely questioning the drivers iti the streets. 

20. Fhits — 'I’lio collections on aeeonnt of lines liave exceeded the estimate J’y 
Rs. ;}9*2-15-(). Hs. l.'Jti, however, of this amount were the uneoileetcd lines of 1869-70. The 
remaining excess is not attrihntablo to any F]iccial cause.

22. The result the.T is, that 996 convictions wcie obtained during the year for contra- 
ventions of the Municipal Aet and By-laws, and fines to tlio amount of Rs. 1,513-11-0 
inflicted. Out of this sum, Its. 1,2.56-15-0 were realized, Its. 74 remitted, tind the balance, 
amounting to Rs. 1S2-12-0, awaits renlizalioii ihirinfr llic current, year, 473 notices were 
also issued under tbe Aet for tbo removal of noxious vegctaiion, obstructions, &c. 

23. The past year luis been rcuiaikable for the number of appeals and objections urged 
against the decisions of t lie Muni--ipal CommissioniM'B .at their judicial sittings. For the first 
time during the existence of the Burdwau Miinicijiaiity, — a ])e.rK><l of 7 years,— a point has 
been mooted questioning tlic legality of those decisions on tho gr.iunds of the Commissioners 
who, under sectioti 6 of the Aet arc vested with the powers of magistrates, not having taken-'' 
the oath of office. 

21. Appendix B shows the attendance of the Commissioners at their judicial sittings 
which, as a rule, are held bi-weckly. The attendance of some of the Commissioners has been 
far from satislactory, and has caused ei-usuierable inconvenience as well as serious and 
objeetional hardsliip to defendents, who are frequently compelled to dance attendance 
at the municipal office till their eases are decided. Ttieso (acts have been brought prominently 
to the notice of the committee more then once, hut vvithont elfcet ; until, finally, things had 
been brougnt to such a pitch that the matter had to be represented with the view of its being 
taken notice of by the Government. The result of this representation has had tbe efTqet of 
eansing the resignation of three of the Commissioners. 

25. Tolls ^ There have been no changes or additions to the tolls and ferries 

under the rannieinal charge. The prices realized at auction sale are as follows

The toll was twice put up for sale daring the year. At the first sale it realized Rs. 1,725-0-0. 
The l<»3ge, however, fell into arrears with his rent after the lapse of a month, for which„ under 
the terms of his agreement, his lease was cancelled, and the toll re-sold. Aje the re-sale, which 
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took place on the 1st of Jane, the toll only fetched Ra. 1,OSO>0*0 for the ten months^ihus 
entailing a loss to the Commissioners of nearly Rs. 400. The defaulting lessee was prosecuted 
in the civil court for the loss sustained, and a decree has been obtained in favor of the muni, 
cipaiity for the full amount. The execution of the decree, however, has been considerably 
'delayed, the defendant having obtained its transfer to Jehanabad, where the property attached 
is situated, and wb^re the case is still pending. 

• 26. Miscellaneous . — The miscellaneous receipts, which were derived from the following 

sources, amounted to Rs. 3,631-14.6, or Ks. 1,431-14-6 in excess of the estimate. This 
excess is due entirely to two causes: — (1) from excess receipts from pounds; and (2) from a 
Government grant-in-uid towards the erection of a public latrine near the cutcheries

* 27. Item 1.— This item of income was quite unexpected, aud originated as follows 

The attention of the Commissioners having been drawn by Government in their memorandum 
No. 1141, dated 4th March 1870, to the propriety of municipalities providing latrine 
accomodation near the Government cutcheries and arranging fur the conservancy of the same, 
it was referred for consideration at a special meeting held on the 22nd of December 1870, at 
which the ('ommissioners agreed to erect a latrine near the cutcheries, and arrange for the 
management of its conservancy, provided the Qovernment would meet them half way by 
bearing half the cost of its erection. To this Government agreed ; the sum which forms this 
item having been placed to the credit of the municipaliiy at the close of the year. 

28. Item 2. — The income derivable from pounds was estimated at Hs. 300, and was 
based on the receipts available from one ponnd. On the ist of May, however, which was 
after the submission of the budget estimate, two other iiounds were opened within the muni- 
cipal jurisdiction under sanction of the Commissioner of the Division (see paragraph 28 of last 
year’s aunuai report).

41. The experiment of metalling the Kuneliunuggur and Parbeerh.ata roads with kunkiir 
(noted in paragraph 47 of last year's report), has heim tried and proved very satisfactory, €he 
result being that after the year's wear and tear these roads have remained in splendid order. 
The amount of traOie carried over these roads is very great, and wheu repaired with baltst 
they were invariably, as the rainy season approached, almost impossible for vehicles. The 
relative cost per 100 cubic feet of the two metals inclusive of all charges is—

the difference in cost being so small, and the results in favor of the latter material sO' marked, 
it becomes a question worthy the consideration of the Commissioners whether it would nut be 
advisable to introduce kuukur metalling throughout the municipal roads. 

42. ' The kutcha or fair-weather roads ^ within the municipality deserve the greatest 
attention of the Commissioners. Tho number and extent of the roads shown in the above 
statement only includes those actually repaired. It may be said without exaggeration, that 
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Scarcely a village exists in the suburbs of this mniiieipality within whiclt several roads or lan« s 
have not yet to bg opened out. During the past two or' three years a great deal has been ddne 
in this direction, bift much yet remains to be done, the necessity for wiiich is urgent. 

, 43. A detail of the roads repaired, with the expendrturu incurred on each, is given in the 

. statement of actual ri^ceipts and expenditure which accoinpuuies this report. The following

45. Lighting . — To dimini.'-hed espeuditnre on oil is due the savijig under this Lead, 
lighting of the town i.s not suffieienU To light llie town <i| UnriLwan jvroperly rc(]uires 

at least 200 street lam[>s, but only 51 exi.st at present. The p:o[>o:- li”htiug of tlie town 
though important, riiu-st give way to the far more pre.-sing questions of sanitary re/’orm. It, 
would therefiwe he inexpedient to advocate at jnesent any further e.\pc*nditure on lighti.ng. 

46. Watering. — The small saving from watering is due Irom contingerteies. The 

diflBculty expeiienced iu propjyly watering the strccl.s ituring the year has been very great. 
It- arose partly from the paucity of the watering carts, wliieh are tar from suflicient for the 
rcquiVemcnis of the town, and partly from the dillieiilty of procuring water out of the tanks 
.adjacent to the roads watered, as the owners objected to allow tlie water to bo u.sed, alleging 
that it could not be .sjiared. . . 

47. Consernaurg . — Tlie excess expenditure under this liead was unavoidable, and is due 
entirely to the purchase of a site lor the cattle shed, for wliieli no provision was made in the 
budget. 

• 48. , The revision of establishment under contemplation (sec paragraiih 54 of lusf year's 
rcjiort) has been effected. At the commencement of the year the esiablishment consisted of—

Besides the revision of establishment, the whole system and jurisdietioq of the conser- 
vancy has been altered and remodelled. Eor conservancy purposes the municipal jurisdiction 
IS now divided into two divisions, northern and southern, the river Banka di^ding them. 
Each division is sub-divided into sections, which are again partitioned oil' into heats. The , 
supervision of the division is entrusted to the sub-overseer, the sectioifts to clfhprassics, and 
Ihe beats to sirdar scavengers, under each of whom is placed a conservancy cart with 'scaven- 
gers. Over the whole of the above, again, exercising a general supetvisioii, is Ibc municipal 
secretary. The result of this thorough revision is satisfactory, as every locality within the* 
iqunieipality is now supposed* to be visited daily by some porQpn of the conservancy establish- 
ment. ^ . ■ . . • ' 

49. ^ Attention has also been paid to the systemaliq cleaning out of all drains and water- 
waya, puejea drains being cleaned daily, and kuteka monthly. The, street sweepings arc daily, 
removed, and have been utilized in filling up holes and tanks. Eight such hole^ have been 
lilted up during the year. 

50. The laffrine couservaney of the tow*a has also received considerable attention, and 
its partial introduetiun during the year'has been acpomplishcd. To 'Simplify and expeditc'its 
general . introduction, it is proposed to divide the municipality into 15 circles, for the accommd-

Provision has. been made in the current year’s budget for the erection of five public latrines, so 
that at the close of the current year the latrine conservancy system fvdll have been introduced 
into six circles of the town, including the one now- working, which trill bo treated of here- ' 
after. • 

• . 51. The sites of these latrines have all been. scle'ctcd. They are given in the margin. 

Thu Siiam.diagur latrine, the site of which was presented to the 
(’omuiissioners by ' the Maharajah of Burdwan, is about to 
be completed, and the outcherry latrine commenced. Measures 
are being taken for obtaining the other sites, when the erecting 
of the other latrines will be comipenced. * 

.52. A large plot of land, covering an area of about 30 biggahs, has been pnrehased ad- 
jacent the Cutwa road, to wliieb the night-soil removed from the several latrines will be 
carted and used as manure. This plot will hereafter he cultivated and the produce soldi ** con* 
siderablc source of iticome will thus, it is hoped, he secured. 

53. The Radhauuggur latrine, which accommodates No. I circle of the town, has during 

the ^year been completed. It was opened to the public on the Ist November free of charge, 
and has Continued to work most satisfactorily. This l.atrinc is capable of accommodating from 
1,5()() to 2,000 persons daily. It has been ascertained ♦ly careful observations that from GOO 
to 700 people now use it daily. This number will, however, considerably increase as the other* 
circles are brought under the system, and all open air defu:cations put a stop to, * 

54. The removal of night-soil from the private privies within the above circle has also 
been undertaken by the inunieipality. This scheme was only introduced on the 1st of April 
last. A small fee of six annas per mensem in advance for each privy cleaned is demanded and 
readily paid by the public, who have evidently appreciated the system, as it affords tlicm a cheap/ 
and well-regul.ated method of keeping their privies clean. The night-soil is removed from 
the privie.s by meliters in covered receptacles between the hours of 4 and 8 A. M. and deposited 
ill largo tubs at the latriue, which tubs are again removed during the night in carts to J;he 
gulden, and deposited in tieiiclie.s ready dug. The trcneln s are then closed and the earth 
rammed w;ell down over the deposit. Tlie mehtors employed in removing the night-soil from 

* private privies receive t.wo-thirds of the fee, the balauee being paid to the credit of the muni- 
cipality for the removal of night-soil from the latrine, wear and tear of tubs, carts, &c. 

55. liy this means a eonsitlcrablc income to the municipality will accrue, the monthly 
balance from the fees collected from No. 1 circle and credited to the municipality alone amount- 
ing to Its. 30. Calculating the same out-turn monthly from this circle, the Commissioners 
would receive a yearli' income of Its. 300. This again mullifilied by 15, the number of 
circles into wliieli the town will be divided, will give a yearly income of Us. GjtOO. To this is 
to be added the iticoine available from ihc juiliMc latrines, for the use of which it has been 
decided to charge a small lee at the eoinnnmeement of the year 1S72-73. There can ho no 
doubt that when the sy.-Uni of latrine conservancy has been generally introduced throughout 
the municipality, a sanilarv reform of the greatest importance will have lieen clVocted. Tho 
system, however, cannot be considered as thoroughly introduced until all j-v,*// [i^ivios are 
closed. It has been aseertaiacd, after a liousc-lo-houso enquiry, that witliin No. 1 circle, 
where a latrine i.s open, there are 370 private privies, 120, or about one-third of which are 
well pi’ivies. If an inquiry in each of the other circles yields similar iCsulls, there ifte 
2,000 well privies within the municipality! 

50. In any case it is certain that well privies exist in great iiunibcr.s, and it is obvions 
that the percolations (rom them must conf ainiuatt more or less the neigh hoiirtng tanks and 
wells, and that this must he one, if not the most fruitful cause of the sicknc*s which has pre- 
vailed iu this town, can hardly he disputed. 'I’he closing of these well jnivies is otisncl/ vital 
importance that the inaUcr will he prominently hronglit to the notice of the (lomrnis.sioners 
in order that steps may hn taken lo that end. No new well privy is allowed to be suplt. 

57. Seveial sehemcs of sanitary reform were proposed during the year, hut the Com- 
missioners decided t hat the introduction of the latrine conservancy was of paramount importance, 
and that ifntil open .-'ir defincation had b.'en stopped by the erection of the tail number of 
latrines, no raal sanitiiiy improvement could he effected. It was {irojiosod to provide for the 
immediate- introduction of latiiuc accoinmodatioii througliriut the town by raising a loan,4uit 
this was rqjetted oii the ground that it would he very dillicult, if not altogether impossible, t* 

* obtain the necessary number of meliters, &c., for the proper scrvic 9 of so many latrines, erected 
as they would hc*iilnmst simultaneously, experience having shown that it wa., ‘extremely diin- 
ciilt to obtain a sufficient estalffislimcnt fur the la-lrinc at proscftit A'orking, as dhaogurSi'coujd 
not he induced to settle at Burdwan. The Commissioners had tlici*<-*orc do'-iutd that it 
would ho safer to introduce the syst^n gradually, and at the same time a-; quickly a3.j)os.sih]e. 

• 58. • An attempt has also been made during the year to cope with the “ stagnant hole” 
nuisance so proiniuciitly noticed by tho Sani^ry Commissioner of Bengal during his visit to 
. Burdwaji in the year 186S)-70. Besides the utilization of the sweepings ol the town in filling 
tip holes, brick-making, the excavation for ‘whieh is ong of the main sources of this nuisance, is 
jjpw only permitted under the most stringent rules^ for the proper carrying'out of whieh brick 
^ Merchants are compelled to deposit security. 
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• 59. Includctl in the conaervanoy cxpcnditnro is the cost of the site and creotion of the 
new cattle t|hed. aThe site covers ah area of abont bipfahs, for which an olfer of Rs. 350 was 
mado to the. owner by the late Ciiairman. Tlie owner demanded IJs. 1,200. The land was 
ultifhately taken up nnder Act X of 1870 for Rs. GOO, as reasonable terms for its purchase 
eouid not bo concluded with the owner. Tlie total dbst of'the shed was Rs, 1)00. The budget 
es^mate only allowed the sum of Rs. GOO for the shed, and Rs. 5 monthly for tfie lease of 
the site. * It wDs found, however, that to ])urcha.se the land outright would be a, most econo- 
mical jnrncedure in the long run. The new shed has been most substantially erected, and adonis 
accommodation for 32 bulls. This accommodation is insuflicient, in fact barely enoegh for the 
esittle used in ordinary conservancy and road purposes. At present, no accommodation exists 
for the cattle cmjjJoycd in tlie latrine cotiservaney of the town whic.b, when thoroughly in- 
troduced within the municip.ality, will necessitate the employment of u|)wards of 30 more 
bulls. Another shed is therefore necessary, .and will be eoiistrueiiid if possible during the 
current year. 

GO. Police . — The saving eHectcd under the head of police !s due to a revision of the 
police budget, which took place during the year, and which was su.joiitted and approved of 
by the Commissioners at their meeting ludd on the 20 !i of May.

.brtdge, the platform of whieli bad be i ■ iwered in accordance with professional opinion (sec para- 
graph G2 of last year’s report) • Toe '<• irk of excavating continued during the year, and was 
proceeded with as far as the Bobilap,..a road, immediately opposite the civil jail, where it was 
found necessary to erect a bridge. An old bridge here spanned the drain, the plallorm of which 
was considerably above the level of the new excavation. Tlie lowering of this platform to tho 
ucw<lrain levels was found impracticable in eonscijiieiiec of the bridge being in, a state/if decay. 

new bridge’was therefore, coiistvructed, the cost ol wbieb was debited to the drainage 
allottflent. 

(15. 'After the completion- of the bridge, tlie work of excav.atimi was put a stop to iir 
consequence of its having been ascertaincil that the main drain, rr Shaliarpanah as it is more 
generally known in the town, was the property of the Maharajah of Hurdwan, who had snb-lcf 
th<’ fthme to other residents of the town. Baboo Tara Erosunno Roy, a zemindar of Bnrdwan, 
wh (3 it appears is«fn possession of the Sialtarpanah situated between the Boro Bazar and civil 
jail bridges, tendered a claim for damilgcs for tlie deterioration which he said fiis property 
had undergone in value In consequance c,f the work done by the Cominissiouers.* The correet- 
.jicss of tiio claim, so far as the owneraliip was concerned, having been ascertained by 
Mr. Ward, the late Cbairmau, amends were made l>y the payment ot Rs. 50 to tbozeinindar as 
compensation, and to obviate future unpleasantness, the Shaharpana/i lying between the brid-ges 
above named, has been rented by the municipality at a yearly jiimma of Rs.» 4-0-0. A 'small 
portion of the Shaharpanak remains to be excavated, anci tfti this portion also belongs to the 
zemindar, arrangemAits are being made to take up the ssitnc on a similar lease.

74. Item 1.— -The ftdlowing brief remarks will serve .to explain the expeiiiditure incurred 
daring the year on medical rcliel : — At the close of last year, the establishment entectaijuftd 
*tpgive medical relief to certain mohidlas within the municipality bad been reduced to a 
native doctor and one compounder (-^ce paragraph 79 of last report). This establishment cont'i- 
* uu’ed on until the nion^h of July, when the fever, which was of u similar type to that which 
prevailed in tbo town last year, though with far less seventy, showing a tendency to increase, 
the Commissioners resolved to iucrease the medical relief then lieing givi^, by establishing 
two di^pcnliVifies, one at -Ka/eerUut, and the other at Balduuga, the Magistrate, also agreeing 
to establish a third dispensary at Tchla Bazar, the cxpenseij attendingvwhich would be defrayed 
l>om the Burdvvan Charitable Dispeusary Funds. ^

t The Government dispensary was al8o»opened at Ichla Bazw. Subs^uently, the sendees 
of Aik extra native doctor vyere entertained at each of the municipal dispensaries to visit the 
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suffering poor yr\ya were unable to attend personally for relief, as it was found timt tho time 
of one native doctor was amply taken up in administering reiiof' to the people who attended 
thtj dispensaries. On the 20tb December, a third dispensary w.ts established at the oost of 
the municipality at Kunchunnuggur with a eitnila/ ebtahlishment, the Civil Surgeon having 
urmed the necessity of sihe some. 

^ 76. The three dispensaries continued to afford relief until the approach of the cold 
season, when the fever showed symptoms of abating. The medical reiiof esl.ablishment was 
then gradually reduced, the services of tho three extra native doctors heing first dispensed 
with. The Buldanga dispensary was closed on the )5th January, the Kunchunnuggur fcllowed 
on the 31st idem, and finally, on tho 18th February, tho dispensary at Kazirhat was closed, 
when all relief operations for the yc,ar ceased.

The balance in hand on account of 1S09-70 was considerably in exc' ss of the amount 
estimated, because grants made fur the execution of works in the preceding year tvere not 
expended. Under the head of hoU'-e*rate there was a considerable deficit, which is thim 
acconnted for : — He. 129-13-0 were remitted. Its. 348-G-O were outstanding at the end of the 
years, finally, the assessment fell slmrl by lis. 2U5 of wlial was expected. By some misunder- 
standing allowoiice was nut made fir these contingencies in the budget. The land-rate, or 
rate levied on gardens and the like, fell short by Rs. 75-0-0 of what was expected ; Rs. 2-1-0 
was remitted; Rs. 30-4-0 were <>ut.standing and the balance (lls. 43-1 -Oj was estimated fo( 
lands which were not assessed in consi queuce of a dispute about ownersnip and possession. 
The wheel tax brings in a iarue aniount compared with the receipts under other heads;

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, taken to improve their appearance in the native tovrn. The housee are huddled together 
pnyhow*; and have formed narrow lanes and crooked alleys through which in places two 
persons cannot pass abreast; the main roads, with few exceptions, in appearance bear 
evidence of irre.g'ular birth and desultory growth. The aspect of the streets is singularljr 
iinpleasing. AH the money available is spent in keeping up the ma^n thoroughfares. 
To widen and straighten them is at present impossible. In all forty first class, seven second 
class, and six third class roads were repaired ; liesides which, a sum of Ks. 309-10-G was spent ip 
road works of a petty nature tliroughout the town. 

n. Under the head of misoellancons expenditure (Rs. 1,212-4-11) are some items 
whieii should have been included elsewhere. A vaccinator is paid hy the municipality Rs. it) 
monthly; for the year his pay is R-*. 120; the balance of Rs. 10 which appears against his 
name is for his pay in February JS70. During the year he vaccinated a large number of 
persons. During the months ot May and April coolies were retained to work the fire-engine; 
they were bound to turn out at .all hours. Tlio other charges call for no special remark. 

10. The income of the munieipuHty is very restricted, and as a consequence the 
Commissioners find it a very difiicull matter to meet the many calls on their funds. Strict 
economy has always been observed, often to the detriment of the cousetvancy and sanitation 
of the town. There i.s scarcely a department of the municipality in which double the sum 
lit present allotted to it could not be spent with advantage. in some instances the 
Coniinissioners have been obliged to forego from want of funds, works actually necessary. 

11. The character of the town is singularly unadapted to improvement without large 
expenditure and extensive demolitions. The streets are for the most part narrow and crooked. 
The houses are irregularly placed and badly built — some quarters of the town are crowded with 
houses of every de.‘>cripli()n ; some quartets are sparsely oebupied. Large tracts of low cultivated 
land intervene. 'I’ho labyrinths of lanes, alleys, drains, defiled with the dirt of ages, defy* 
de^eriptifui. The town is built on undulating ground ; the high lami is for the most part 
densely occupied. The intervening low-land, with its neglected tanks and wet paddy fields, 
iiitcrsccfed hy khalls and drains, hidden in dense vegetation, piesents a most insalubrious 
appearance, which the town does not deserve, for it is remarkabli/ heaUhi/. A survey of the 
whole town is in the course of completion. As soon as a trustworthy map’ has been prepared, 
and levels taken, it is hoped that a more regular system of drainage will be enforced, and 
more method and regularity secured in future building operations. At present buildings are 
erected haphazard without regard to anything exceftt the will of the builder. That portion 
oi the town which is occupied hy the European residences and fjoverment ofRcee has been 
laid out well, and is kept in excellent order. Mullet’s Khal, an immense open drain through tho 
very centre of the town, is rendered abortive by the obstructions to drainage effected by private 
individuals. 

13. The conservancy and sanitary operations effected daring the year have been briefly.-—. 

(1) — The cleansing of tanks. 

(2) — The appointment of burial-grounds and of burning-ghats. 

(3) — Careful removal of rubbish. 

(4) — Excavation of drains. 

(5) — Fixing a site for all slaughter-houses. 

(6) — The introduction of conservancy divisions. 

The details of cases in which the conservancy provisions of Act III of 1804 and the by« 
laws were enforced against private persons are given below : — ^ % 

In 81 cases notices were iiisncd against 120 persons; of these notices 40 were obeyed 
by .'i4 persons, and 20 orders were withdrawn; and in 12 cases 17 persons were prosecuted 
for disobedience ; 4 cases only resulted in conviction, anil 6 persons were convicted. Summonses 
were issued in the first instance in 178 cases, against 318 persons; of these cases 122 resulted 
in the conviction of 180 persons; 50 cases were dismissed, and 138 persons acquitted. 

13. The health of the town, if judged by the oflicial mortuary returns, is inerhdibly good. 
The registers show 293 doailis against a population of 27,070 ; of tbese deatlis 20 1 were from 
cholera. I think I am justified in saying that the statistics are utterly unreliabli^ for the 
mortality must be considerably more than 10 in a thousand. The months of April and May 
were very unhealthy, owing to the prevalence of cholora. The Civil Surgeon expressed a strong 
opinion that pilgrims on their return from Poorco should be prevented from pa<ising through 
the town, lie wrote — " It is believed, and I think with truth, that not a few of the epidemic 
outbreaks of disease that have taken pLice in this town are attributable to the arrival of 
batches of cholera and small-pox-stricken iiilgrims from Poorcc and other places.” He suggested 
that pilgrims should be compelled to traverse the district by cross-roads so as not to entar 
any large or densely populated plaec. The matter was di.«cussed by the Commissioners at a 
special meeting, at which it was resolved to move tho District Magistrate to prevent tha 
entrance of pilgrim^ into tho town. The influence of the Magistrate and police was br'wro'ht 
to bear, and satisfactory results were arrived at. Cholera has not since re-appenred. 

14. The Municipal Hail is not yet completed: a verandah is in the course of erection. 
The civil suit regarding it, though decided by tho court of 1st instance against the Com- 
missioners, is still pending appeal. , 

15. The annual stateincats showing in detail the income aud expenditure of the mum- 
cipality are appended. « 
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« 

16. In oonclosion, I beg leave to acknowledge my indebtedness to the present .Vice* 
Chairman, Mr. Hopkins, for the great zeal and -ability he has displayed in transacting the 
business of the municipality, and fur the materials which have enabled me to frame this report.

* I AM directed by the Member in charge to^siibmit heretvitli a 

report,* received from the Commissioned of 
Oris.sa, regarding the levy of inifiroper and 
iUeixJil cesses by zemindars from tlieir ryots, aud to observe that the corres- 
poiidouee reveabs a state of rebitions behveen the zemindars and their tmiantry . 
\v1iieli, though g('ncra!ly sup[)osed to e>cist throughout I’engal in a greater or 
less degrei', has never before been so ch arly and definitely brought to the 
notice of Government. 

2. In the districts in the neiabbourbood of Calcutta, where the syiread 
of education has covered a larger surface, and conse([uently most of the ryots 
have formed some idea of tluir rights, ami arc j>re])ared to resist the illegal 
<lemauds of their landlords rvlicn urged beyond a certain extent, it may bo 
])rosuinrd that the exactions oi' tl.e latter are not earru'd to such a degree as 
Avould ap])ear to bo the ease when ti'O ryots as' a body arc so ignorant, listless, 
and inipoveri-^lu'd, as in Orissa. , 

,*1. The IMemlier in chavg**, though strongly oppo.sed to interference between 
the landlords and tenants, is yet of opinion that tli.- principle may be carried 
too far. It is true that the. law, as it stand.s, Avonld theoretically enable tiu) 
ryot (o resist e.xlortionatt; donands for unaniboiizcd cesses, such as those 
<le.sevih('d in the correspoiuleiuie, hut praotieally the existing reim'dy for redress 
is too costly and loo insuirieient oven rvlien obtained, and, where the ryot is nf)t 
a mail of substance, is certain to Urn.inati^ in liis ruin in revenge for t lie 
opposition that bo has shown to his pou'crful landlord; so that ov'cn when tlie 
ryots arv) aware of tlu ir rights, they very naturally prefer to boar tlie almost 
msupportable burden of oppression, rather than to follow a eour.se of opposi- 
tion which would probably result in even greater oppression, nay even iu 
utler ruin. 

•t. The landlords are not only clearly bound by the terms of tbi.s agree- 
ment for the seltbunent of their estates, to “ eomliiet; tliemsehos with good 
ftitli and moderalbju toAvard.s tlieir depeudont tabxdcdars and ryots, and to 
('ntbrcc lUo strieti'st adliertmeo to tlie same ]uineiples on tiu! per.sons rvliotn 
they may appoint to collt ct the. rents from tluMO,” but the levy of eesse.s of 
tlie eharaettr specitiodin tlu* eorrespondenco has been repeatedly declared illegal. 

o. Not only is it the duty of the (iovi'rmnent to “ protect ail cd'assi'Ti of 
the ]teople, and especially tliuse wlio from their situations are most, lie}))les,s,” 
a duty the porfuriuai’ce of Aviiieh they have sp{;eially reserved to tlicmsclves 
as a condition of the pc riuanent .scltlennuit ; but it is also their in t, (.'rest to carry 
out that duty, because the extent. — to which the eorrespomh'uec' di.seloses that ^ 
the burden, not only cjf the taxation, which should ju'ojieviy liill in certain 
.speeiiied proportions on diliereut classes of tJio community', but even of 
tlie actual personal expenses of tlic pn'prietors is thronu indiscpiininatcly 
upon the lowest class, aud that the least able to support it, — must of cour.se 
intorfore greatly with the l('giti iiato jiower of Government to impose fresh 
taxes, and such undue ami iileg.d nressiiro on tlie part of the zcniindurs, oil 
the great and indigent, ina-.s of l.!ie people, must be attended with great and 
imminent perils of a political ebavaeter. 

6. Such consideraiicns lully warrant, iu sucli a state of things a.s that 
described in the jiapcrs under revic-w, tiio interferences of Government, in view 
to correct tlip admitted insulnciency'^ of the existing laws, which ba-To b'^'ou 
enacted for the protection* of the inferior tenantry of the country. The diffi- - 
culty is to dotormiiic to nliai extent, and iu what direction, aeiion should be 
taken to effect that amendment. 

7. , The province of Orissa Jiaving been temporarily settled imdor tlife pro- 
visions of iii gulation A''!! of 1823, the Commissioner wishes to take advantage *» 
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of the power, oonfierred on the Government by section 8 of that Begulation, 
to bring undir khas management the mehal (estate) of any proprietor who 
may have engaged for such mehal, when it shall appear that the continuance 
of such proprietor in such mehal would endanger the public tranquillity, or 
otherwise be seribusly detrimental. 

8. This repaedy, though undoubtedly severe, is not, in the opinion of the 
Member in charge, too severe for a determined and persistent disobedience of 
the law, an4 for continued exactions from, and oppression of, the ryots whom 
the proprietor is bound to protect, or &t all events to treat with a due regard 
to existmg laws. 

9. Before, however, enforcing so severe a measure, the utmost publicity 
should be given of the intention of Government to move in that direction, and 
for tlmt purpose the Member in charge would suggest the enactment of a law, 
setting forth the necessity for affording further protection to ryots, and the 
determinatiob. of the Government to secure such protection, and providing 
that it should be lawful for the Government, on good cause shown, to authorize 
the Collector of a district to n^ke inquiries as to the relations between a land- 
lord and his tenants ; and that, if great oppression be proved, the Government 
*may exercise the power of taking the estate under khas management (with the 
due reservation of malikana to the x^roprictor), under the provisions of section 8, 
Begulation VII. of 1822. 

10. To enable the proprietors generally to redress the evils complained 
of, the Act should not take effect until after two years from its enactment. 

11. The Member in charge is fully aware of the responsibility he takes 
upon him in proposing so extremely severe a measure ; but he feels convinced 
that the state of things described by the Commissioner is one, to permit the 
continued existence of which would be a disgrace to the Government, and would 
involve the abnegation of some of its most important duties. 


From T. E. RAVBNSHiiw, Esq., Commissioner of the Orissa Division, to the Officiatins; Secre- 
tary to the Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces,— (No. 818, dated Cnttaok, the llch 

September 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to submit copy of correspondence with the Collector of Balaeore, 
No. 882 of doth August 1871, regarding levy of improper and illegal cesses by zemindars 
from their ryots. 

8. I have for some time had reason to believe that such condnet on the part of zemin- 
^rs was not uncommon, bat owing to the extreme timidity of tho people, and their fear and 
disinclination to complain against their oppressors, I have until recently, been unable to obtain 
any tangible proof. 

3. What the Collector of Balasore has now brought to light represents, I believe, a state 
of affairs very general in all parts of Orissa, and there are few, if any, zemindars who do not 
more or les^in some form or other, levy cesses over and above the settlement rents, and in 
excess of the legitimate demands due on agreements with their tenantry. 

4. The fact is, that the rural population are absolutely and entirely ignorant of law or 
of theii* rights, ^nd even where they may know that th«!se demands are unauthorized, they are 
too weak, indolent, or timid, to make any complaint. 

5. Our laws, rules, acts, and penalties, are known only to a few of the hangers-on about 
the courts, and to a certain degree among the more educated and advanced zemindars ; below 
this upper crust the force of custom and duntoor is mofussil law, and it is now little in advance 
of what it was in the time of the Maharattas. It is a painful fact, that notwiAetaildtog oar 
detailed settlement fixing the rent of every field to be paid by the ryots to tbei* zemindan, and , 
fbe revenue pavable to Government by the zemindars, such gross abuso should be possible ; and 
in the face of daily increasing direct taxation, I think it a duty we owe to the people to put a 

to these unauthorized cesses. 

6. Without special legislation the demand for or receipt of on aoauthoriaed cess or 

ahwah, unless attended by vimence and intimidation, does n^ oomo under sections 884 or 88S cf 
the' Penal Code, and the remedy provided by section 28, olanses 8 and 3 of Act X. of 1892, is 
unattainable by a weak and demoralized and pauper ryot, having nothing hut-^e feir.cif bta. 
zemindar before bis eyes. « . ' ’ ' v ■ 

' 7. He is probably totally ignorant of the remedy provided by law, 

In a poirition to cope with his zemindar in a lew suit, so that the remedy is 
or even suppoBii^g that he were to gain his case, the compensation is lundlf wottb tae<l|aiiMe, 
expense and delay, of a suit, with the full knowledge that he would he ever ^eV a suMk^AHoani 
and'Certoin, sooner or later, to feel the resentment and power of hia zemindar^ ' ' * ' ' . . 
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, 8. The levy of abwabs and cesses is distinctly prohibited not only, in section 0,alanse 1 of 

Beg^iation VII. of 1828, bat also in section 14, claase 12, of Regulation XII. of 1805; and 
tboagh no penalty is provided for breach of the law, 1 should be disposed to look on tiie 
zeotindar’s conduct as a breach of the terms of his settlement with Government and warranli- 
ing a cancclment of his engagement. The present settlement Act X. of ^867 (B. C.) provides 
for the management of estates of recusant zemindars under sections 3 and 5 of Regulation VH. 
of 1823, and that Regulation in section 3 authorizes the Government ^ take under kbas 
management estates where the continued admission of any zemindar may be seriously detri* 
mental. It appears to mo Uiat the cases now reported on are of this nature, and that the 
action of Government is fnliy warranted ; and I^wonld recommend, that in order to afford pro- 
tection to the ryots of these estates, and to act as a warning to other zemindars, they may be 
taken over on the grounds that tlio settlement compact with the zemindars have not been 
adhered to, and that their misconduct has rendered them unfit to continue to manage the 
estates. If this course be approved, the zemindars should be allowed a minimum molikana as 
maintenance, and that after paying the Government revenue, any surplus should be devoted to 
improvement of the properties and benefit of the tenantry. These may be considered strong 
measures, but I am quite satisfied that a very severe example is called for in* Orissa ; and in 
proof of this I would refer to the latter part of paragr.aphs 6 to 10 of my letter No. 264 of 1 6th 
June 1871, reporting on the conduct of zemindars iu respect tc remissions of revenue made 
during the famine. " 

9. At the same time, I think a public notification ought to issue on the sabject, copy of 
which should be given to every zemindar in Orissa, warning them of the consequence of mis*’- 
conduct to their tenantry; and I should deem it iioccssary, to prevent the recurrence of such 
conduct, to prescribe that every zemindar shall kee)> a detailed account with his tenantry in a 
definite form, and that be be compelled to udojit a form of cheque book, in which should bo 
entered every receipt lor rent, or for every sort of payment from his ryots. The cheque would 
he given to the ryot, and the counterfoil should remain with the zemindars. Tnese check 
books might be filed together with a jumma wasil bukco account at the close of each year in 
the canoongoc's or Collector’s office. As a rule, receipts for rent arc seldom given, or, if given, are 
on palm leaf, and such documents are with great facility prepared to order, and cannot be relied on. 

10. 1 think the present reference is one which should be brought to the notice of 
Government, with a view to obtain orders to cancel the zemindars’ leases under Regulation VII. 
of 1823, section 3. 

From JoHK Bkameb, Esq., Cidlector of Balasore, to the Commissioner of the Orissa Divi- 
sion, — (No. 382, dated the 3Uth August 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to report that on the occasion ot the assistant collector of Bhud- 
druck’s visiting, in his cold weather tour, the western portion of his sub-division, Ferguunaha 
Sosoh, Ainhoh, &c., the ryots complained to him of the illegal exactions of their zemindars. 
The petition made by the ryots was forwarded to me, and in accordance with your demi-official 
instructions, 1 directed the assistaut collector to make strict enquiry into the truth of the 
allegations contained m it. 

2. When the news of this ord<*r spread in the sub-division, numerous other ryots also 
came forward to complain of their respective zemindars, and the investigations became very 
lengthy, and occupied much time. 

3. In 3 unc the assistant collector submitted a report, copy of which I have the honor to 
forward, together with a very careful abstract of oral evidence taken by him, and a mass of 
documentary evidence, in the shape of receipts and written orders of the various zemindars, 
the whole constituting a body of proof ot the most complete and convincing ohar^tor. 

4. On receipt of this report and its enclosures, 1 sent for the zemindars who were accused, 
and called ujioii them for *1icir leplies. 

5. Abstracts of the ('videuce and replies (translated into English) arc herewith ferwarded, 
but for convenience of ref. ronce I will now state the result of the enquiries made. 

6. The zemindars complained against are — 

1. Raja Khihvan Singh, zemindar of Badhanagorc, Pergunnah Sosoh. 

2. Nursing Churn Singh, of Poorsoondah, Pergunnah Sosoh.

7. It bus been, proved that these zemindars take from their ryots, in addition to th< 
jumma to which they are lawfully entitled under the settlement, the following cesses, aht^hs,

' 7. Babwta rutoom^ Present to the zemindar's head agent or baburta (in Bengal called 
^ dewan.> 

8, Butunt pmehomi. Present at the festival so called. 

9, Salami. •Annual present to zemindar for renewal of leases by tenants-at-will. 

10. Khurra punnee. Present to inferior moliurirs for issue of receipts. 

11. Bigtoar ihurcAa, Present to zemindar for keeping up an establishment for col- 

lecting rents. 

‘Casnal exactions on special occasions — 

1. Rttatnd khurcha, A general levy tor supplies to camp of Magistrate or Assistant 

Magistrate when he visits the estate. 

2. Rakdari khurcha. ' Levy for costs of supplies given to regiments marching 

through the district. 

a. Gu$t khurcha. Levy for supplies to the zemindar when he visits any part of 
^ his estate. 

4. Baruni acnan. Sum raised when zemindar goes to bathe at the festival at 

Jajipore.. ^ 

5. JHundir. Cost of building a temple. 

a 6. Bibha rusoom. Fees when a ryot’s son or daughter is married. 

7. Jummabeicee. Additions mads to the ryot’s jumma whenever the zemindar is 

in want of money. 

8. Ghorah khurcha. Cost of feeding zemindar's horses. 

9. Poonutum khurcha. Money collected to defray expenses when zemindar goes 

on pilgrimage to Poorec. 

10. Magna. A sum exacted over and above the rent at irregular times to meet any 

sudden demand on the zemindar. 

11. Haiti khurcha. Cost of keeping the zemindar’s elephants. 

12. Kanongo khurcha. A sum levied whenever the Canongo serves a notice on 

the zemindar, ostensibly to foe that officer, but frequently gets no further than 
the zemindar’s pocket. 

18. Ameen khurcha. Sum levied whenever any amecu is sent to make a local 
investigation or to measure laud in a bntwarrah case. Some zemindars send 
an ameen of their own every year to measure the ryots’ holdings. 

14. Hakim khurcha. Sum levied when the police visit the estate, or when the zemindar 
goes his rounds, in which latter case it seems identical with " Gust khurcha.” 

16. Mukuddum khurcha, A fee levied by the headman of the village by aid of zemio- 
daree peons. 

16. Piada tandkar. Salary of peons employed by the zemindar. 

17. Hatkbhara Mohaprocad. When the zemindar comes back from Poorea he 

brings some of the sacred food called Mohaprosad, each ryot has to take a 
* handful of this and pay for it. 

8. Some zemindars take even more than these, but the above though not exhausting the list 
are the principal ; they are not all taken in all estates, but many of them arc universal. In addi- 
tion to this, several zemindars are in the habit of making their ryots supply them with cloth 
and other artioles at rates far below the market price. Khilwan Singh, who is by far the worst 
of all, lends bis (yets one rupee’s worth of rice, at a time when prices are high, say eight seers for 
one rupee, and at a time when prices are low, after harvest, he takes one rupee’s worth of rice, say 
sixt^^-four seers from them, thus getting sixty-four seers for eight lent, or eight times the 
original quantity. This he defends as quite fair. 

9. One hundred and fifty-nine ryots were examined, and many mora were ready to add 

their testimony to that of their neighbours. The rates at which these cesses are levied vary 
so much in each estate that I have thought it best to exhibit the results of the inquiry in a 
tabular form in table A. - • , 

10. The zemindar’s defences are of different kinds. An abstract translation of their 
recorded answers accompanies this letter. 

• 41. Rajah Khilwan Singh is an old man, unwieldy firom stoutness and very indolent. 
He leaves much of his affairs in the hands of his agents. His answer consiste of a denial of 
theatrutb of the allegations, and says that his ryots have combined to make a false ohai^ 
against him. He admits and justifies his conduct in taking ddk khurcha and in lending riqe 
at exorbitant rates. The documentary evidence is weak, because his agents were too knowii^ 
to put down these exactions under their proper names ; although in one or two inatanoe we, 
have docaments sp^fying the cesses to be levied which were written down for the gtridanoe'. 
of soide ignorant village headman. , . 

12. Bcyah Nursing Churun Singh also denies and aaya he hae laaeed hie !utdl 

that^the lessee may have perpetrated all these •offences Witnont his knovrled^g^jBe i^ita 

khurcha and de^ares that in the famine year he i^mitted rent to the lesaae. ; l^ -aaerilbes 
the getting up of thw complaint to the enmity of a man to whom he refnaed t6.'gMat IgMe. 
Thia, however, will not aooount for the aimultaneoua rising of all the ryota in tbia jpe^^nnah. 
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13. Oopeebulhub Mohashoy admits ddi hhureka and denies aU tlm %tbers. He admits 
levyingr foes on marriages, but defends the practise by saying that be gives fuel, cooking pe^, 
&c., for the celebration. He attributes the complaint to the . scanty harvests of late y^s, which 
have prevented the ryots from paying their rent, and thinks this is a design of tneihi to get 
let off altogether. But the ryots do not desire to be let off, they only ask to be allow^ to 
live and to ne relieved from the burden of excessive demands. 

ll'. Bhagirutty Pundab is ill and cannot come in to give his defence. 

16. The other zemindars made defences similar to those above noted. 

16. It appeared to me that all these zemindars were lamentably and surprisingly ignorant 
of the state of affairs existing in their estates. Most of them leave the management of 
details to their subordinates or agents, a class whose rapacity is notorious in all parts of India, 
where they exist. The zemindar only knows that when he wants money he tells bis agents 
to raise it from the ryots under some pretext or other, and raised it is accordingly. As no 
yearly audit is held in most estates for years together, the ryots have no means of knowing 
whether they are paying more than they ought or not, and the zemindar often deludes them 
even when they are conscious that they are paying too much by promising to allow for these Sums 
in the year's accounts ; but as he keeps no regular accounts and seldom holds an audit, thjfi 
promise is of course fallacious. 

17. The only zomindars who keep proper sherista{> with accounts .and the like, are the few- 
Bengalees settled here, the native Oriya zemindars never keep any. 

18. Prom information which has reached mo from many quarters since this enquiry 
commenced, 1 have the strongest reasons for believing that the practice of exacting these 
illegal cesses is universal in this district ; but the ryots arc so ignorant, timid and indolent that 
they have not hitherto complained, and the Sosoh people have only complained now, because 
they have been so ground down that they cannot bear it any longer. 

19. As an example of credulity of the ryots, the item of tar khurcha may be cited. It 
need hardly be said that in fixing a line of telegraph posts that department does not call upon 
the zemindars to pay anything, nor does the Collector. Still the sight of the posts appears to 
have inspired some one with the idea that they might be made useful os a meane of getting 
money out of the ryots. 

20. lakool khurcha is another example of the same kind. When the s<^ool, a grant-in- 
aid one, was established at Bhuddruck, these zemindars put down their names as subscribers, 
but to this day, though frequently applied to, they have never paid up their subscriptions, and 
yet their ryots have been systematically taxed on this ground. 

21. 1 could mention other impositions quite as bad as this, but to avoid prolixity I 
refrain. 

22.. I beg now to submit my views as to the remedy for this state of things. Regulation 
VII. of 1822, section 9, clause 1, merely declares that “ all cesses or collections not avowed or 
sanctioned, nor taken into account in fixing the Government jumma, shall be held illegal and 
unauthorized, unless now or hereafter specially sanctioned by Government." But though the 
action is declared illegal, no specific punishment is prescribed ; and by Act X. of 1859, section 1, 
such parts of Regulation Vll. as refer to “ complaints of excessive demand of rent", &o., are 
repealed, and such suits are to be tried under section 23, clauses 2 and 3 of that Act, and damages 
can in such cases be awarded to a ryot. But as a matter of fact this provision is inoperative, 
the amount of damages awarded being so small a punishment to a wealthy zemindar as to be 
ineffectual in deterring him from exaction. 

28. It is doubtful whether, without an express declaration to that effect, the criminal 
courts could, in the present state of the law, treat these cases under sections 38^ and 885, Penaf^' 
Code ; because inasmuch as the ryot has from his dependent position no choice hut to pay, 
he rarely makes any show of resistance to these demands, and consequently the zemindar has 
no necessity to put him in fear of injury, which constitutes the crime of extortion.'* 

24. It would he, 1 think, advisable to pass a short Act declaring all such exactions punish- 
able under section 884. Extortions they certainly are in so far that if a ryot resisted th^m, he 
would certainly be bitterly oppressed by the zemindar and probably turned out of his village ; 
and it is Especially necessary that this step should be taken for the protection of the ryot at a 
time wbeuiAt is proposed to allow the zemindar to collect from his own tenants their slwre of 
the road cess. 

.25. 1 may also add that the condition of the ryots in these particular pergund4h#«i8 
miserable in the extreme, their houses have not been repaired for three years, they hsvo 
barely enough doattle to plough with, they are scantily clothed and insufficiently fed,j^and..<^om 
sheer want many of them are mow working as coolies on the canals, though they have raough, 
land to support them if they were only allowed to enjoy tho fruits thereof.

Paieyapaia village, Ablii Ruut, Dam ib hara, Man Havik, and otl)er tenants of other villages, 
about, mv taking excess juiinna, Ibiburta khurueh, Hasonto I’nnchuini festivat khurcha, Baruny 
Senan festival khnruch, llughoo Habou’s tabarir and paddy on necount of Rmee’s funeral 
eeremony, and piircha-iiig ght*e ami cloth at K-^s than market price, and iiot paying 8 annas 
remission of runt to them, arc all false. 

Fur the last three years the rice oop having yielded a less qiiantily than usual in Pergnnn.ih 
Sosoh on account of the inade<|nate fall of laiii, the ryots have not been able to pay rent due 
to me, and paddy which they have borrowed I'roni me, I made known my intention to them 
that 1 would sue them. 

The ryots therefVire combined themselves and lodged complaints in the Bhuddruck 
Assistant Collectot^s court against me. 

On reference to the quittances giv<'n by the collecting aoeiit, it will ho proved that I 
have remitted them 8 annas rent for l:}7-’5. The ryots say now that they have not received 
the remission of rent, hut they never said anything to m* on this point hofore. 

Till three years after the assessment, of daJi khitrrhn on me by the Government I did not 
take any thing from them ; bat wlicn tlie tax Was donblv « harged upon me owing to my iiiabilit v 
to pay it in due time, I told tl)e lyttts tliat. as they did not jiay their rent I was oblig<‘d to pav 
double charge to the Government; 1 a-ki*d them ihenforc to oi\e me some thing, and took from 
some ryots at the rate of half pice and fr.)ni others 1 pice per rupee, but many of them have not 
paid me anything. 

In 1273 Bhag 'Mahanty ami Biimla t-'waye borrowed from me 8 porecs of paddy each, and 
paid me 00 and Gf porces in I27t. I’lie ean-ie of this is, that in 1273, in Pergunnah Sosoh, 
the market price of p, ddy was Ti porc<-s in a rnj)ee, hut I sold to them 8 porces per rupee. Tne 
ryots instead <if paying the price of the paddy in oa^h promised to return padil}' in 1274, 
aecordiiig to the market \alue of that year. In 127 t paddy being sold at 60 ptu’ces in a 
riuiee, I took 60 jiorei'S fri>m Bliag Mahauiy, am] (54 poiees, /. e. 4 porees lu excess of the actual 
price, from Bi imla Swayc.

In 1273 I gave rice and money to many ryots, and saved their lives from the disaster of 
famine. 

Since three years rice being produced insuiliciently on aecount of the iaadeqtmte full of 
r.iiii, the ryots are in arreais ami comjdaincd in this niaiuier. 

Abstract of Rajnh Nursing Cltunm. Sing zemindar's defenee. • 

I have not taken excess jun ma and Ihnntrh as complained by Siudhn Sahu, Sindhu 
Pudhan, Sugar M<dialie, Jogu Salm, and oilmi r\ots. *'■ 

Kunai tdiurun Mahanty, mustajur, had collected rent in the village of Bunt. 

It appears that the ryots might have cultivatid more land, and the mustajur therefore took 
more jumma from them. 

The rjvts had never before brought to my notice in regard to their paying excess jurnina 
and khuruch. 

In 1273 I remitted rent to the mustajur. It will he jirovcd if the mustajur bo asked on oath. 

I took only dak khurcha at 3 pies in a rupee from the ryots. , 

Guru Churun Mozoomdar brother of Parlmttee Chnriin Mozoorndar, an inhabitant of 
village Bunt and former mustajur, applied to me for the jxist of inustajuree. I did not give 
him the post, ainf lie is therefore^ not on good terms with me. vt * 

The ryots by his instigation have lodged tlic eoinplaiiits in this manner.

There being a quarrel between the p}'ots and tiie inustajur, the ryots ^lave complained ia 
thi4> manner. 
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Abitract of Padu Churnn Mahanty zemindar' t defence. . 

The settlement iumroa of estate Kotsira heinjr ma«le in sicca rupee, I only take tiiscmmt. 
1 anna I pie in each company rupee, awl dak khurcha at .3 pie in a rupee, from the ryots. With 
the exception this char<je I have not taken any sort of khnrelia. 

I do not know anythin? with regard to the holding and jnraraa of the ryots. Dasruthy 
Naka Surbarakar know%about it. • 

In 1273 I remitted 8 annas rent to the surbarakar. 

Narhuri Suhn and others were former smbarakars, but I discharged them and appointed 
Uasruthy Naka in their stead. 

Under this circumstance Naihnri Saliu and other surbarakars instigated the ryots to com- 
plain in this way. 

Abstract of Rasik Sahu zemindar’s defence. 

I have not taken excess jninma and khurcha as complained by Anand Set<t, Soiac Sate, 
Phicarce Jenna, &c., ryots. _ _ * 

I only take collection cliarocs from the ryots at 2 pice in a rupee. 

The ryots being in arrears, and having borrowed much padily from me, nave complained 
against me in this manner.

From W. Fiddian, Esq., to the Collector of Balasore, — (dated Bhuddrnck, June 1S71.) 

Dkar Sir, 

Is accordance with your request I beg to report on tlic existence of certain 
• . illegal cesscs, mentioned in a petition drawn up by a numlicr of rvots 

Preliromary. from Pergunnah Sosoh and subsequently forwarded for your information. 

The petition was presented while I was out in camp, near the river Itcbbo, in a part of 
the sub-division not often visited by Europeans, and the parties presenting it were principally 
ryots from a group of villages called Barahpotna, in the estate of Hhagirullii I’andali. 

The ryots of these villages suffered very greatly from the floods of 1H(;8, which destroyed 
their houses and washed away their cattle. A succession of indifferent iiarvests has since 
kept them in a state of poverty, so that they have not found it an easy matter to pay even 
their proper rent, while exactions beyond that have been doubly burdensome. 

This is no doubt the reason why they were particularly urgent in their complaints. In 
the latter part of the same tour however, along the western side of Sosoh, similar statements 
were made verbally by the ryots of other zemindars, such as the llajubs Kbilwan Singh and 
Nursing Churun Smgh of Agurpara, and Gopeebulhub Roy Mohashoy of Cowporc. 

Since then I have examined a considerable number of ryots from various parts of Sosoh 
in regard to the illegal exaction of rent and other similar abuses. 

Although they do not agree in all ca^es either as to the exact nature of the impositions or 
as to the amount imposed, the weight of evidence appears sutfeient to show tliat the various 
zemindars of that locality are in the habit of taxing their ryots very much beyoud the limits 
prescribed by the law, and that extra taxation has consid>.‘ral>ly increased within the bast five 
or six years. The inhabitants of some detached villages belonging to the Keonjbur h^rritorv’, 
bnt lying within the sub-divisional boundary, admitted that lliose extra taxes were imposed mi 
the Mognlbundi ryots, but that they tliemselves were exempted. Many of the complainants 
expressed a great desire to be, under the direct mimagemeut of Government as in Govcrniucut 
estates, and sitid they would then bo quite content. 

The cesses most generally mentioned by the ryots are four extra rent charges, formed 
. * diik khurcha* * far khurcha* ' scho-l kivreha.* tikus aho .a 

Enuraer*ti« of illcga ccsse*. marriage fee termed ' hihnlch 'tua* .w * pagbundh if according as 

it is levied from the family of the bride or from that of the biidegroom'. 

Besides these, there arc a number of less important and le>s generally exacted cess<*8 known 
as * busmnt punehami, taharir,* ‘ rahadari*, riisud khurcha* , rjnshi khurcha* kumpanl baUa.fzc. 

Another practice alleged against the zemindars is that of taking paddy, <4oth, ghee, 
fruit, &o., at very low rates, in lieu of rent, and exacting forced labor withojit giving any 
jemwneiation forit. 

Further, the manner of levying these rents and taxes, t.c. by quartering piyadhas on the 
ry*t at his .expense until the money is forthcoming, stationing a man of low caste at his door 
to prevent and entrance, and laying an embargo on his store of dliau, in a similar way, 
not to mentlyM manifold beatings and petty torturings, i.s not flunaturally felt to lie oppressive" 

The prli»cipal cess is that called ddk khurcha, and has arisen of course out of the dftk fees 
levied from the zemindars under Act Vi 1 1. (B.(’.) 1802. I have not the slightest douht that 
this dbarge is recovered from the ryots by the majority of the zemindars in Sosoh, and this is 
probably the case with zemindars elsewheie. Tlie rate charged appears to be from <Jne to two 
pidb in the rupee calculated on the original rent. The Icstimonv of the ryots with regard to 
the existence- of this cess is almost unauiraoift. In some villages it is said, to have been 
exacted ever since the zemindary duk was estallishod , in otlter villages for a shorter period. 
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One or two telpatra docaments, written by zemindars' agents in which th# item. 
is recorded, have been given up to me. 

* Tur khuTcha docs not appear to be so generally in vogue as JekvreJta, the t<Mm not 
being known in several villasres. It baSs been devised by some ingenious perton since ^e 
laying down of the telegraphic wires along the trunk road which runs through the’sub* 
division, and the ryots have no doubt been Ira to believe that the zemindars pay something to 
Government on that account. The rates mentioned are one pice and t^o pice in the rape*. 

Ukool khurcha is explained by the fact that certain zemindars, mainly those who are 
said to levy this cess, pay a monthly subscription to the Government 'middle claM iohool at 
Bhnddrnck, and this is evidently adopted as an expedient for reimbursing themselves at the 
expense of tlieir tenants. The rate for this cess ap|)ears to he usually 2 pice in the rupee, bpt 
occasionally less. Tikus, or income tax charge is the most recent of the four cesses, ana haa nbt 
apparently been exacted for more than two or three years, except in some cases where the rents 
of back years had still to be adjusted. 

In some villages the cess has been demanded for the first time within the current year, and 
several ryots stated that the annual settlement of their rents was then pending, because they 
hud refused to pay the new imposition, lu other villages the rate was increased last year 
co-ordinately with the increase in the Government demand. 

The amount actually taken from ryots under this head varies from one pice to one anoa in 
the rupee. , 

1 have not sncceeded in getting any documents wfth specific entries for this cess, or indeed 
for any of tiie above cesses, except ddk khurcha. 

D&k khurrha is an older tax, and one which had come to he considered more as a matter 
of course might occasionally he set down in writing ; but it is hardly to be expected that the 
zemindars woul I, as a rule, put into the bauds of their ryots documents from which the levy 
of these imposition niiurht be proved. 

The usual plan, as far as I can learn, is either to give receipts for the money as ordinary 
rent, or at the time when the annnal settlement of rents is made, to demand an extra sum, 
and merely give a receipt in full for the whole year. 

Bf.hdehmd is a fee varying in amount from Bs. 4 to Rs. 7, which is paid to the zemindar 
whenever a ryot’s daughter is married. A similar fee of 1 Re. or 1-8, entitled paghundhi 
(putting on the turban), is paid for the marriage of a son. There is very little doubt that these 
marriage fees are very generally exacted, and are severely felt by the poorer classes, the result 
sometimes being that the ceremony is indefinitely postponed in consequence; if the fees. are not 
paid, the officiating Brahmin is interdicted from proceeding with the affair under penalty of a 
6ne. The head ryot of one village informed me that he himself was in the habit of coUectitfg 
these fees, and paying them in to the zemindar. 

Baaunij>unchomee is a fee said to bo levied by several zemindars for payment to their 
Ahodkan, or school-master. The term has arisen from a custom among children on the festival 
day called Sripunchumi or Bussuntpunchoml of goiii:; round to sing and collect small presents. 

The Tahfiri appears to be a fee paid to the zemindar’s treasurer. 

Guaht khurcha is levied if the zemindar goes into the mofussil. 

Jiaaod khurcha represents a requisition made for supplies whenever a Government officer 
camps out in the neighbourhood, and sometimes without any such excuse. One zemindar takes 
a percentage for the keep of his horse and another for his elephant, while a third pays a visit to 
Jajpur to attend the Baruiii festival, and must needs make good his travelling expenses and ' 
ceremonial fees. In one village tlic ryots assort that ever since the war in K.eonjbnr a small 
ticss termed Keonjhuri khurcha has been collected annually. Kumpani batia is the relic of an 
impost levied under the old Government. ' jr? 

It would appear from this that the zemindars are exceedingly unwilling tro pay anything 
beyond the amount originally claimed hy the State, and any further burden, whether vohmtaiy 
or compulsory, they will endeavour, if possible, to transfer with inteicst to their ryots. 

To mention the details which relate to the individual zemindars, Bhagirutteo Raodah of

Bhagiruttee Pandah is apparently one of the chief offenders. I have examined 37 of his

•giruttM »n Patuli,Churghnrriya,Tentulia,&c.; they charge him with 

9 or 10 pice in the rupee, over and above thoir ordinary rent, on account of the four prioehud 
roughly distributed thus — two pice for each of the three cesses, ddk, iachool, and tar ihyiiKiift,'sira '' 
four pioa for iikkua. In the villages of the Tintulia, Dundoo and Charghnrriya, where three or four ’

poHod. . In other villages he does not appear to have collected it for more than one « or two, 
years. Several ryots testify to their having paid him fees for the marriage of sons or dlio^teil^ ' 
1-8 ox, Ra. 2. for the former and Rs, 5. 6, or 7 for the latter ; all agree that tbo r, 

pfavails; a oouaiderabla number of persons also affirm that he has taken paddy from them 
■ porees to the nipeOsrliM » 

themarkeifc rate was 40 porees or 44 pdrees. 
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Pandah denies the whele of these charges except the last ; he admits having 'taken paddy at 
60 porecs to the rupee w.bich is very much below the market rate. There are no documents to 
prove that he has^aken the other khurcias, but in several cases I have obtained possession of 
receipts for rent onnsidorably in excess of the rates entered in the pottahs as well os requisitions 
for fruit and cloth at half the ordinary prices. 

The mariiaue fee^he declares he has never even heard of, a staterpent diOicult to reconcile 
wiA the jreueral voice of his ryots and with the result ol jwivate enquiries. 

The Exactions oL Jiojah Khilvan Hingh appear to have been more varied and more oppres- 

sive even than those of Bhagiruttee Fatidah. Sixty>eight 
iwsQ mgi. ryots from eighteen dilF rent villages in his estate iiave been 

examined on this subject. Tn addition to tne four main cases, marriage fees, and subsidies of 
poddv, cloth, fthee, &o., at low rates in payment of rent, he is charged with exacting Baawni 
punchami at one pice in the rupee, Bafjurta kiurcla for the benefit of bis Baburta or manager, 
Rughoo Baboo, Takari for bis tieasiircr liugiioo Baboo, Gust khnrcha, haru7ii khurcha, and smalt 
sums to defray the cost of a temple and tank constructed by his orders at Mahira in 1277 and 
6f a tank made at Andhya in 1273 (the famine year). He is also said to have taken paddy 
on the occasion of the ranee's death in 1274 ; money fees in connection with the marriage «>f 
bis stewaid’s nephew, and rassad whenever a (iovernment official encamped in the neighbour* 
hood. He denies having taken dak khureba and the other three principal cesses. 1 have one 
document however dated 1270, and purport ing to bo a li>-t of rents and other dues, in wh'cii 
the items a&k khurcha and Babuna k^ircha are recovered. Tiie ryot who brought it forward 
states it was written out at the annual settlement of rent, the rajah's gomusta dictating. I 
have no doubt the document is genuine. 

The rajah adrniis having taken paddy instead of rent, st the rate of 60 or 64 porces to the 
rupee, and borrowed poddy in the year of the famine for the excavation of a tank. 

The ryots say he took it compulsorily, and one man files receipts, signed by the rajah him- 
self, for a quantity of paddy borrowed in this way, which has never been repaid up to the pre- 
sent time. On the other hand, fur the small quantities lent by him to various ryots the same 
year, he is said to have recovered eight-fold in the following year. 

Receipts fur cloth in payment of rent at half the market price under the rajah's signature 
are acknowledged by him but not explained. 

He admits having attended the Banini festival at Jajipore in 1275 or 1276, and called 
upon the ryots fur u coniributiun of Rs. 40 or 50 towards his espenses, but asserts th.at be gave 
receipts for the money. No such leceipts are forthcoming, and the ryots all agree that it was an • 
extra charge. * 

He does not really donv that demands for rice were made when the ranee died. He admits 
taking rassid fr m the ryots, but pleads payment fur it. He had a temple and tank ci instruct eil. 
at Mai lira in 1277, but denies that the ryots eontiibuted anytiiing towards that expense. 

The lest of the charges he denies. Much more evidence comparatively has been taken about 
the exactions of these two zemindars. There is gooil reason however to believe that some of the 
others, such as Rajah Niirsingh Churun Singh and (xopee Bullub Roy Mohashoy, have not 
fallen very far short of them in nets ot oppression. 

Eight ryots from the village of Bunth complain that Rajah Nnrsing Chnrnn Singh 

• ' exacts from them about 10 pica in the rupee on account of dak 

R«jal..Var.ma Churun SinRh. Hu>c/ia, iskooi hhurcha, tikhis, gusht khurcka, and rassad-, 

takes marriage foes, viz. Rs. 5 for a daughter and Re. 1 fur a son, and recovers fr.»m them fhe 
keep of Ills horse. Mo nicnlion is niaUe of tnr khurcka. One of these ryots has brought tor- 
ward a document given to him by the surbarukar, in which dik khurcka and another {gonda 
khurcka) are entered. 

*" ' '* ' j - !-j ijy Rajah. Twelve ryots belonging to village Naho, in 

the zemindarce of Gopee Bullub Hoy Mnhashoy, have l»en 
examined. They alleged that the illegal cesses imposed upon 
them amount to three and a half annas in the rupee-, and 
inolnde dkk, tar, and iskooi khurdas, tikkus, charges for the canoongoc, for his elephant, rassad 
bis lodgings in the mofussil, and a temple at (Jowporc. He also takes Rs. 6 at the marriage of 
a ryot's daughter, Re. 1 for that of a son, and dhan at half prices in lieu ot rent. He has 
not been examined on the subject. * 

Russick Sahu is said to have exacted for the last four or five years tar, dSk, and iskooi 

kburchas, and company bata. He only admits having taken 
two pice in the rupee fur what be calls sabiek khurcha. Even 
thit amount is equivalent to the income tax of last year. 

According to the ryots of Sursoda, their zemindar, NiiStkar Pandah exacts four annas 
. to , ,, in the rupee. Keoujhuri, a tax levied from the tims

are included in that sum. He also takes a fee of Rs. 4 on the marriage of a daughter. Re. 1,

The zemindars explain all these charges and complaints by representing that the ryots 
arc unwilling to pay their rents and have sought this method of avoiding payment. Many 
of those whom I examined however produced receipts for the whole or nearly the whole of 
the rent due from them up to date. It is not likely either that a lar^'e number of perssns 
from diilerent villages would all combine to devise the names of these illegal cesses ; the idea 
of iikool khureha, for instance, would scarcely occur to the mind of any one except the 
zentindars, who pay the subscription. As far as I could judge, the statements made were 
correct as to the general facts. It may be said that the ryots have their remedy in the. 
revenue courts, but many of them are too poor to pay the necessary expenses of a suit, 
arc too ignorant to attempt anything of the kind, or think it useless resisting the 
zemindars with his money bags. Those of them who have been prepared to sue the 
zemindar, or threatened to do so, have got oil much more lightly ; many say they cannot 
maintain a livelihood much longer in this state of things, but will be obliged to remove to 
some other spot where the conditions of living are more favorable. What is wanted is that they 
should be better acquainted with their rights and bo more confidmt in asserting them. An 
authoritative declaraiiun pulili>lK'd in each village, and a similar authoritative notice issued to 
each of those zemindars, will probably conduce to that result iu some measure. 


Prom H. 1j. Pamimbr, Fsq., Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Revenue Depai^- 
ment, to the Secretary to the Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces, — (No. 4513 dated 
Fort William, the 12ih December 1871.) 

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 255A, 
dated 12th October, with its enclosures, ou the subject of illegal exactions prac- 
tis(‘d by zemindars in Orissa, and I am at the same time to thank the Board, 
the Commissioners, and the local otUcer.s, for bringing to the Lieutenant* 
Governor’s knowledge the facts therein disclosed. 

2. Ills Honor entirely agrees with tho Board as to the necessity for 
taking action in tho matter. Indeed, in one respect he would go further 
than Mr. Sehalch, since he does not entertain that reluctance to interfere 
between the classes who are- in these provinces called landlords and tenants, 
which the Board seem to feel. No doubt, if landlords were absolute and 
complete owners, and ryots were all simple tcn ints without rights, interference 
might not be desirable so long as these relations subsisted, except in cases 
where tlic public safety and tranquillity urgently required it. But neither 
by the terms of the original settlement and original laws of these provinces, 
nor by modern laws, are zemindars unlimited proprietors, or ryots without 
rights or claims to protection. Tho code of 1793 recognized in the fullest 
manner the rights of tho ryots to hold at the established rates, and toTje 
freed from ahwabs, these vexatious imposts over and above the public 
revenue or rent ; and that code is full of jirovisions and declarations malung it 
clear tluit the intention of the framers was by no means to abstain from 
interference between zemindars and ryots. On tbe contrary, tho duty of protect* 
ing tho lower mass of tho community — the ryots — was recognized atnd asserted 
by the Government of that day in the amplest manner. Some of tho most 
salient declarations of the kind are very pertinently quoted in the Board^ letter. 
The practice, it is true, has scarcely come up to the theory of those early laws; and 
it is to be foart.'d that zemindars Jiavo in many respects set them at defiance ; but 
His Honor thinks that tho interference of Goveniracnt, when cases of oppression 
and illcgsti cxaoiiou are brought to light, needs no apology as for aWormal 
action forced upon it by stress of circumstances in opposition to general 
principles; rather would it be a ground of reproach to the Government if undor. 
such circumstances it should fail to interfere effectually. 

3. In the case of Orissa the obligation to proti ct tho ryots from illegal ' 
exactions seems to tho Lieus'enaiit-Goveruor to bo unusually strong. The Orissa ’ 
Bcgulations of 1805 arc just as decided and clear in their provisions as tl^o of 
1793. Moreover, the zemindars of tho temporarily-settled districts of.prissa 
arc less properly landlords, and the ryots are less their tenants thancli^where. 
Thetbaneo ryots are, in fact, distinctly proprietors, with each of whom Govern- ^ 
paent has mado a distinct settlement, awhile the zemindars are only collehi^ni

13. Referring to paragraph 2 of Government order No. 3545, dated ,18]th 
September last, I am directed by tho Member in charge to state thaf*^the quantity 
of Pimgah salt in Poorec in June 1870 amounted to 1,07,369 maunds, and 
as it was reported by tho Collector that it was in a deteriorating condition, ft 
was arranged, in consultation with tho local officers, to dispose of the entire 
quantity by public auction at an upset price of lls. 3-8 per maund. Notices were 
accordingly published inviting purchasers in the Calcutta, Exchange, and Orissa 
Gazettes. In September 1870, the entire stock w'as put up to auction sate 
divided into four lots, of which thpeo lots, comprising a quantity of 66,597 
maunds, was sold at prices varying from Rs. 3-9 to Rs. 3-10-6, and the neces- 
3a^y agreements taken from the buyers. One lot, consisting of a quantity of 
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40,762 mauzids, stored in the Moetakooah golahs, failed to realize the upset price 
of Es. 3-8. It has accordingly been reserved for future sale, as it was consi- 
dered that to sHl it at a lower rate would be scarcely fair to the manufacturers. 

. 14. The* clearances of the 66,597 maunds sold in Se])tcmber 1870 had, in 

June last, only amounted to 7,662 maunds ; and as one of the conditions of sale 
was that buyers wtjre to pay the price as they cleared the salt from the golafa, 
Mr. Money considered that it might be better to re-sell the entire quantity at a 
lower rate, if the former purchasers were not prepared to clear in a reasonable 
time. The only doubt was as to the effect on the Poorco manufacture. The 
Commissioner was accordingly requested to favor the Board with an expression 
of his opinion. 

15. In reply the Commissioner reported to the Board that the Collector 
was of opinion that if the salt was to be re-sold, it would not pay purchasers to 
give more than from Rs. 3-7 to Es. 3-5 per maund for the entire stock. The 
Commissioner doubted very much whether, if the salt were to be re-sold, pur- 
chasers would be found willing to pay down their entire amount of duty at 
once, and thought that under any circumstances it would be necessary to 
permit the duty to be paid on delivery. 

16. It was at the same lime reported that the auction purchasers of two 
dut of the three lots sold in September 1870 asked, either to have the sale can- 
celled, or to be allowed the following terms: 1st, liberty to export by sea to Bala- 
sore ; 2nd, to be allowed a period of two years to clear the salt ; and 3rd, to pay 
only Es. 3-5 per maund as the salt was sold. 

17. The Commissioner, thinking it most desirable to got rid of the entire 
stock of Government salt, advised its being put up to auction again, and rc-sold 
at an upset price of Rs. 3-4, with permission to export any quantity on pay- 
ment of duty, on a refund of duty being guaranteed in the event of any bond 
fide loss occurring to the salt in transit. 

18. Mr. Money has, however, pointed out to the Commissioner that to 
sell the salt at Rs. 3-4 per maund, wdiich is merely the duty, would be tanta- 
mount to destroying it, as it would displace other salt which would otherwise pay 
duty. On the whole Mr. Money considered that this salt had better be kept, and 
the expense of the necessary establishment incurred for the present. With 
regard to the salt already sold, but which the buyers would not clear, there aro 
still 57,760 maunds left in the golahs. If this salt was sold at Rs. 3-5, the 
Government would in fact realize only Rs. 3,610. Under these circumstances, 
it seemed best to leave matters as they are. 

. 19. The Commissioner was at the same time informed that in order to 

meet the purchasers half way, Mr. Money would allow them eighteen months, 
from September last, to clear the remainder of the salt, — the clearing price being 
Rs. 3-7 per maund, — the salt being sold outside the division. That if the parties 
did not agree to the above terms, that they were to be kejjt to the terms under 
which they, had purchased, and to the rates at w'hich they did so. While this 
report was being drawn up a reply has been received from the Commissioner, 
saying thqjt the purchasers aro not willing to accept the above terms, and there 
appearli therefore no alternative but to leave the conditions of the original sale 
unaltered.

CALCUTTA AlUNICIPALITY. 

Mr. BERNAitD said tlio report of tho Select Committee on tho Bill to oxtend 
the borrowing powers of the .Justices of tho Peace for tho town of Calcutta 
had, he believed, already been in the hands of hon’ble members. In the list 
of business a notice stood in his name that he proposed to ask His Honor the 
President to suspend the Rules t)f the Council in order that tho report of the 
Select Committee may be taken into consideration with a view to tho settlement 
of tho clauses of the Bill. But he was not now going to make that request. 
This Bill had only been before tho Council one week, and it had scarcely been 
before the public at all ; and as it was .a serious matter, thus adding to the 
responsibilities of tho town liy enabling tho Justices still further to increase 
their already largo funded debt, it seems better that tho rules of tho Council 
should not be further forced, and that full time for the publication of the Bill 
should bo allowed. Ho did not therefore intend to ask for the suspension of 
tlie Rules. 

Hrs Honor the President said, that before putting the question that the 
report of tho Select Coramittoo be received, he must say that lie was very glad 
that tho hon’blo member in charge of tlie Bill had withdrawn tho motion which 
ho projiosed to make to apply to tho President to suspend the rules in order that 
the liill should bo taken into immediate consideration. He felt that in a 
•piostion of this kind the responsibility of suspending tho usual coiirse of the 
rules, which roijuiro the publication for a certain time of a Bill of this kind, 
would have rested on him individually. Ho might say that in the case of a 
Money Bill of this kind he was very unwilling to take such a responsibility. 
Much had been heard of late of tho growth of public opinion in Calcutta ; 
and it had been said that the Government must defer to that growing public 
opinion. He must say that in some matters public opinion is very active and 
very quick, but that in regard to other matters public opinion was still exceed- 
ingly slow’. This (juestion of a very large increase to the borrowing powers . 
of the .lusticcs, and consecpiontly to the debt of Calcutta, was one of very groat 
imporUmce. It w'as proposed in this Bill to authorise the raxmicipaiity to 
borrow thirty lakhs of rupeti.s, that is to say, a sum of about two years of 
their gross income. If Ilis Honor might compare comparatively small things 
to greater, it was to this towm as important a Bill as a Bill would be in the 
British House of Cfunmons to enable the Government to borrow 150 millions 
sterling, which is about two years income of the United Klingdom ; yet, His 
Honor was disajipointed to find, that on-this subject public opinion has not pro- 
nounced itself in the most remote -degree ono way or the other. On that 
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account Hts Honou w|is tlic more unwilling to suspend the -rules, which 
required thatlthp Bill should bo published for the usual term. -He was very 
anxious indeed* that this Bilt snould bo thoroughly considered and discussed 
by, the public m order that the inhabitants of (Calcutta should be fully alive 
to the obligatiofls wliich they undertake*, at the same time ‘that they appreciate 
the benefits whit-h Ihoy are likely to receive from the e%j)enditurc ol this* money. 
Although then, ll^s Honor knew that tlie nmnicij)al antliorities ■were very anxious 
to ‘proceed with this work — a work of the utmost impftrtun<*.e to the health of 
the community- — still ho was not willing to “Hake upon himself the respoVisibility 
of proceeding with this Bill with mmsiial haste. f JonsiMjuently this Bill will be 
published in the usual manner, and the (^mncil Avill consiller it after the full 
period of publication. He very t^arnestly hoped tluit during that period there 
would bo something ‘m'oro than, a j)assive t*xpression of publu^ opinion ; that 
there would be some evidence that the inliahitants of (Jalc.utla are considering a 
matter which so vitally affects them ; that they are not merely sleeping over it ; 
and that they’ haVc made uj) their mimls that this is a wise and advisable 
measure. 

His Honor would say a wotd more on the subject of this Bill. Although ho 
was not pK'parcd. to give ntdice.of ‘the <*xact form of the motion xvhich he may 
possibly bring forward, yet In* sliouhl like to tell the ( Council that he had it in 
his mivtd that it may ho tlesirablo to jnit a rider to a Bill of this kind by which 
a statutory obligation may be^ imposed on the jmmi(;ipality borrowing under 
tiiis Act, requiring and enfonring npon it tijie oljligation of estabjishing a 
sinking fund for paying off-the loan within a moderate jieriod, say thirty years. 
Hia Honor was quite aware that that prudent co\irse bad liitluTto been hdlowed 
by the municipality under its present rnunageinent. He was alsf) aware that 
that condition had been iiuposod on eorpi>raiions and other bodies w]nc|i have 
borrowed nibnoy from the (government. Ihit be niiderstooil that there -was no 
statutory obligation of the kind imposed oj» tlu? Calcutta Municipality^ and it 
may happen that in case the iminieipality finds itselfin difficulty, possibly under 
less prudent inanagtmKmf or under the iiiHuence of different ideas from those 
which Imve hitherto influeneod it, the .Jutices might snsjicnd tlw^opefation of the 
sitildng fund, and for anything that appears iqxui the face of this Bill,- might 
borrow -without making provision for the establi.slimcnt of a sinking fund. His 
inclination w^s to suggeshtp tlui Council that when llu? (Council proceeds to the 
consideration of the clauses of the Bill, it might ho udvi.sablo to jmt in a statutory 
obligation on the municipality when undertaking the.se loans, not only to pay 
tfio interest, hut also to set ajiart a certain sum towards the Ibrniation of a 
sinking fund, in order that jiosterity may not be burdened with the obligations 
which uro undertaken by tin* pn-sent generation. His HoXoi: therefore in. an 
infrtrmal way begged to give notice tliat lu* .should, if advised that it can con- 
veniently and pnuJeutly be dune, submit to the' (Jouuell such a jirovision us he 
had allndcfl to. 

The further eonsideratiop of tho Bill was tlion postponed.

/ Mr. Rivrrs Thompson .said, os there was no other business on tho paper, 
.before ITis Honor tho V esidont adjourned the (lonncil and fixed a day for its 
nexi mooting, he wished- to ]mt a (|iiestion to the hriu’lde ineinl/t;r opposite 
(jjlfi*. Bernard), with roferenco* to one .of tlic Bills which he- intrcfliluced at tho 
iMt meeting of tho (kmncil, namely the Bill for the con.solidatiommd amendment 
•f .the law relating to IMimicipalj^ies. With regard to that .Bill he- (Mr. 
Thompson) believed it would bo expedient that s*)nie st(;p.s shojild be ^aken for 
its publication befuro it came before thi.s Council in its nojet stage. If the 
Council mot that day fortnight, probably it is the* intention to bring forwM-d 
the Bill pA that day or at tho first meeting held in January. Since the 
proceedingaof the Council at its hist meeting liad been published, hp bad beet* 
Ml comtnuliication with some native gentlemen of position in Calcutta who had 
expressed gTew.t anxiety in roforenco* 'to some remarks which fell from His 
Honor the President, and to the speech of tho hon’ble member* opposite. 'I’lfb 
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anxiety to which he (Mit. Thompson) had alluded was wi^ii reference to the possi- 
bility of compulsory taxation Ihroufj^h inunicipalitfcs, and it. Was feared that local 
taxation nii‘>'ht bo largely increased by that measure. Not being aware of the 
details of the Hill, he, had not been able to give any further assurance, in 
the matter than that'it .would not be brought forward without ample time 
Ixiing given for diseusSibji and considoratioji both by the Council and 
the jmblie. The (|uesti(m therefoni 1 bat ho wished to as Ic tVo h on’ bio member 
was wluither, if the rc'ading of the Hill in the (^mncil, which was the next 
stage of* the measure, was iixed for the next meeting of the Council, the opportn- 
i»ity would be taken of publishing the Bill as soon as possible, so that with the 
details of the Bill before the Ctmncil sufficient time might bo given for its 
careful consideration. 

^ Rajati Joticenduo Mohun Tagouf, said, he was in a position to bear out the 
remarks of the hon’ble member who had ju.st s])okon. It had come to his know- 
ledge that therchad been some degree of alarm aTnong.st the (community with regard 
to tlic Bill to which the hon’blo membeu* had alluded. People seemed to tliink 
that the long list f)f taxes which had been montioned by the hon’ble member 
in charge of the Bill would sit heavily on the c.ornmurnties on which they were 
to bo imposed, ami on which the burden of iaxation Avas already great; but a« 
neither the juineiples of tlio Bill nor its details had as yet been settled, it 
would 1)0 premature for him to hazard any o])inion on the subject. ‘ That a^ Bill of 
such an important nature should be ])lac(?d beft)re the members of tlie Council in 
sufficient time before it was bi'onglit on for di.seu.ssiou was exceedingly necessary, 
lie thought it would be alst> very di?sirable that this Bill should be before the 
public for some time to allow full coiisidtjratioii being given to it, and if he mistook 
not, the lion’blc President hiimself had o.xpressed an opinion to that effect. He 
had therefore much ])leasuro in supporting the suggestion of the hon’ble 
member who had just spoken. 

AIu. Bekna!II) said that in reply to the hon’blo memher opposite ho Would 
a,sk leave to state tlu' eour-se which he propose«l to ])ursue with regard to the 
Bill to which allusion had Ix'ou made. In the lir.st place the Bill had to 
be laid on the table, which ho ho])od would lx; done on Saturday next <5r wlien- 
ever. tlu^ m'xt meeting of the (Jonncil may take place;- and before the Bill was 
laid on tho table it Avoidd b(‘ in the hands of luiii’ble members. After the Bill was 
laid uj)Ou the table, and before it was brought forward for the next stage, there 
wmdd be such int('rval as the Council may de(‘m necessary, either a fort- 
night, or three weeks, or a montli. The reading of the Bill in Council was the 
most im[)ortant stage of a Jhll, for thf! principl(\s of tho Bill are best discussed 
and considered at that singe. It will 1)0 possible to jmblish the Bill and make 
it known to the ])ubHc, before it is road in Council, if tho President permitted: 
but as His Honor hud told tlio Council at tho la.st meeting, he was sure that tho 
framers of tho Bill will in no way desire to hiuTy it through its several stages. 
The Council liatl a long session before them, and tliis Bill Avas the longest and 
perhaps the most im]>()rtant measure avo bad to consider. Ho should hope that 
there should he, at least an intcrA'^al of tlircc months befare tho Council is ' naked 
to pass tho Bill. 

His Honor ttte PRE.sini3NT said, he Avas oxtremely glad that the hon’Blo 
member had affortlcd him the o]>|)ortniuty of obviating all possibili^ of misap-’ 
prehension op the ])art f)f the public as to the intentions of tho Govemhjent 
Avith regard to the Bill. I’lita-e m.'ver had been any intention to hurry tlio 
measure throiigTi the (Council. A.s tlu^ hon’ble member in charge of tho Bill had 
explained, tho Avish of Lroverninent is to bjfee-tlm mo, si deliberatr- considcra.tioh 
given to tho mea.Sure. In fued the aimonucmnent of tho Bill had been *made 
somewhat before the Bill aa’-us in upropc.'r sba])o toTbe laid bcfofo tho Council, in 
order that the Council iniglithavri ample time for its consideration anddis-. 
cussion. A heginuing ha<l bi'cn made to inauuro as }t Avcrc tlic mind of the 
"public, and to prepare them for the colisidfjration of the measure. The Bill is as 
it were on the atock,s : Ihe general lines and principles on Avhich we propo.so to 
construct tho Bill had been exitluined, and it^ will be beforfi tho Coimcil 
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for some time, in ordei* that botli the Council and the public may have the 
most completmioppoHunity of consideriiiff it in its fullest details. 

Ilis IIoTjfjr thought it iiec<.‘s.sury at the last meeting to explain that it was 
oiily proposed to give nmnicipallties the choice, of a long list of uifleren,t classes 
of ta.xcs which thyy niay’ themsolvtis inn)o.sci ; but an explanation of that kind 
cafniot be too often given ; and hts again said that it. is not for a moment intended 
to*imposo all thesef taxes together ; they Avt're puLforward as atibrding an immense 
variety of good things so as to give to all -an o])portiniit.y of <*lioosing what 
tlicy like bt!St,. In regard to the exj)ros,sion.s which ha«i fallen from hon’ble 
members that there is some fear abroad tJjat the (Jovernment is going to iibnose 


a good deal of now taxation, he beli<!V<!d when they saw tht^ IJill they would find 
that the ohlitjatorif taxation is s<.*arcely, if at all, to be ifu'n‘ase<l. C<‘rtain duties, 
such as the maintenance of police, are now an ol>ligation on municipalities; 
those obligations it is not proj^o.st'd largely to increase. Ihit it iH proposed 
very widely to extend the jirincijilo of voluntary taxation on the jiart »>f tin' 
people thcniselvos. When His Ilomu- sjioke of voluntary taxation, it might he 
said that he meant taxes imposec^by the munieipal eommissionei’s, and that this 
is not, strictly spealdng, voluntary taxation, hecjanse tne tvmmussioners may be 
iK^minated by the Gov'erninent. The eiieuinstances of the (^miitry' are peculiar, 
and it would not he possible in the present s<‘s.sion to draw elau.ses which 
should make an elective Council part t>f the ohligixtory constitution of these 
municipalities; but His Honer was ready to do<iar<’‘ for tho information t»f 
the Council and of the public, that as far rs lie is i-oneorneil his hope and wish 
is to give the widest olfect to llio elective clause's c»f tla^ Jiill — clauses which will 
afibrd tlie means, wherever pracH<-*abIe, of t'stablisliing soiiadhing like an eloetjve 
constitution in muuicijialitie.'s.

We have therefore confined the Bill to persons who, not being: either Christians or Jews, rlo 
not profess or have renounced, or have been excluded from, the Hindu, Muhammadan, Paref, Bud- 
dhlst, Sikh, or Jttini'|relig:ion. We provide that the p.-}rties to any marriagfc under the Act must at 
the time be unmnrriSd ; that the man must be ei«:hteen years of agfe, the woman fourteen, and that, 
if she be under eighteen, the parent or guardian must consent; and that they must iK^t ho connected 
in any«degree of consang«inity or affinity which, by the law to which either of them is subject, 
would render a marriage between them illegal. 

6. We have pruvitfed that persons marrying under the Act shall not be permitted to marry 
another person during the llfctirno of the wife or husband, whatever form of rcligi m they luav, at

4. Bhanduria Done, from its juiiction'~tV'Uit 
the Jangalia River up to the place wliero 
the Khatakhally begins on the smith, 
known ill its several ehannels as Angaria, 
Joohkiiali, G.alooa, Churkhally, Kauuodus.s 
Kliati, and Bhnndariu, — 

is published for information under the provisions 
ot Sections X.1 .and XII of the Canals Act (V of 
IStJt, B,L.C). 

1. Every vc,«sel, not being a steamer or flat 
fir which a fixed rate of toll has bi-en provided, 
on entering any of the above iiavigahlo channels, 
shall he liable to measurement by ilio olfieer in 
charge of the toll station, for the purpi se of 
ascertaining the amount of toll to be paid, 

2. The tonnage of every vessel, not being a 
steamer or flat as aforesaid, wbctJier laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes of the Canals Act 
and of tliese rules, be determined Jby the following' 
measurement : — 

(ii ) — ^The product of half the length of the 
vessel, from stem to stern, measured along 
the water-line, mult.iplied by the interior 
great i‘st breadth of the vessel, multjpliefi 
by the depth from flic water-line to the 
bottom of the vessel, is to ho taken as the 
numher of inaunds upon whieii tidl should 
ho levied. 

(/,) — The measurement o*" the length is' to he 
made in feet, rejecting inches. The mea- 
surement of the breadth and depth is to he 
made in feet, and qiiarters of feet, rejecting 
portions of less than a ipiarter of a foot. 

(c) — III calculating the ainmiiit of toll to be 
levied, any I'raetioii of 100 raaunds, less 
than 50 luauiids, is id he uuiilted. 

S. No timber, bamboos or grass will be 
admitted, except securely and comii.'ictiy packed in 
the form of a raft. There shall be no restriction 
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as to the size of rnfis, but the supervisor of tolls 
may order a raft to be lessened and divided into 
two or more rafts, -.vlicn its size is such as to 
impc/le the iiaviijaOon of the channels. 

4. Every vessel enterin" any of the channels 
shall»be furnished wil.if a ti<ket on paying the 
prescribed t'dl. The ticket will apc<!ify the date 
of entry, the tnatindage of tlie vessel, and the 
amount of toll paid. Toll paid at the first station 
clears the passage through any tolls met after- 
wards on the same vox ago. 

5. No vessels whatever, ezeept such as are 
employed on works conn* cted with the mainte- 
nance or improvement of the lines of channels in 
question, sliall ho exempted from paying toll. 

6. Any person infringing any of the above 
rules, or wilfully interfering in their enforcement, 
shall be liable, under Section XI of tlje Canals 
Aet, to a tine not exceeding Rs. 50 for awy one 
offence.
